SUDDEN DEATH OF SENATOR VANCE, 


The Distinguished North Carolinian Passes 
Away at Washington. 
Wasuinecrow, D. C., April 14.—Senator 
Vance of North Carolina died at his resi- 
dence, No. 1726 Massachusetts avenue, this 


| city, at 10:40 o’clock tonight. He bad a 


stroke of apoplexy this morning. He had 
been suffermg for some time from paralysis 
and a complication of diseases, but the end 
was sudden and unexpected, as he was regain- 
ing bis health and it was thought was on the 
road to recovery. He was compelled during 
the winter to leave the Senate and go to Flor- 
ida. Here he grew somewhat better, and in 
view of the struggle over the tariff he re- 
turned to Washington. He was a member 
of the Committee on Finance, but took little 
or no part in framing the present tariff bill. 
His last appearance in the Senate was eight’ 
weeks ago. Funeral services will take place 
at 2 p. m. next Tuesday from the Senator's 
late home at Blackmountain, N. C., whither 
his body will be taken from here Monday 
night. 
[Zebulon B. Vance of North Carolina was Gov- 
ernor of the Old North State during the civil 
war. He was one of the 
few men who believed 
not in withdrawing from 
the Union, but in advo- 
eating the cause in Con- 
gress and before the peo- 
ple.

According to program the South Water 
Street Commercial club should have gone to 
everlasting smash last night. But the pro- 
gram was not carried out. To the astonish- 
ment of ninety-nine members it was calmly 
set aside, and now the club is as vigorous as 
it ever was in its life, if not more go, and 
gives abundant promise of living a great 
many years of usefulness and profit to its 
members. 

In order to understand the situation it is 
necessary to begin at the beginning of the 
story. The South Water Street Commercial 
club was incorporated Feb. 9, 1893. It was 
a stock company with shares at $100 each 
and an initiation fee of $40. The entire 
‘fourth floor of the Dickey Buildmg, Nos. 36 
to 44 Dearborn street, was leased and fitted 
up at an expense. of $4,000. Then furni- 
ture that cost $4,000 more was pur- 
chased and placed in the rooms. A 
comfortable dinmg-room was a part of the 
club-house, with a good chef, and a corps of 
trained waiters. The club idea met with im- 
mense favor at the start.. Just one year ago 
last night the club-rooms were opened with a 
magnificent reception. The rooms were 
fairly smothered in flowers, wine was plent- 
ful, and the guests numbered 500. The mem. 
bership soon ran up to 197 stockholders.

It is somewat 
difficult to make out what itis, but it has a 
cow, a hillside, a hut, and some other features. 
Artists say they can see wonderful things 
in it. 

Some Conspicuous Paintings. 

Among the paintings of beauty in the col- 
lection, one of the most conspicuous is 
Charles A. Corwin’s “‘ Homeward.” This is a 
large canvas, representing cows clambering 
up the steep bank of the St. 
Joe River, at the early evening hour.

CHANGES IN THE CANADIAN TARIFF. 


Alterations Kelate Principally ta Animal 
and Agricultural Prodacts, 

Orrawa, Ont., April 14.— [Special. In the 
latest changes in the new tariff announced by 
the Minister of Finance relating to animals 
and agricultural and animal products, the 
most important is the substitution of 14¢ cents 
a pound on live hogs for 25 per cent imposed 
by the new tariff. Meats which are now taxed 
2 cents a pound include barreled pork, which 
the new tariff, as originally introduced, 
placed at 25 per cent. Under the old tariff 
barreled pork was classified according to size, 
the large pieces being I cents 
a pound and smaller cuts 3 
cents. This change is made in consequence 
of the request of the pork packers for a spec- 
ific instead of an ad valorem duty, the latter 
owing to the fluctuations of , the value in Chi- 
cago having been found an inadequate pro- 
tection to thé Canadian salted article. Lard 
and cottolene, which are now 2 cents a pound, 
were in the tariff as originally introduced 25 
per cent. Condensed milk now pays 8 cents 
a pound, The tariff as originally introduced 
placed it at 25 per cent. 


BUFFALO FISHERMEN LOSE THEIR NETS. 


Canadian Fishery Inspector Catches Them 
at Work Near Windmill Point., 
Port Corbonxx, Ont., April 14.—[Special.] 
—Fishery Inspector Kerr of Hamilton, with 
the chartered tug Alderson, Capt. Peterson, 
made a raid today on some Buffalo fishermen 
engaged in fishing in Canadian waters near 
Windmill Point, Lake Erie, and destroyea 
their nets and took the fish found 
in them. There were about twenty boats 
engaged at the time and there was a 
great scattering on the appearance of the In- 
spector’s tug and in one instance it was re- 
ported the tug had to fire a gun in order to 
prevent one of the boats from sinking its net 
to save it from destruction. Three miles of 
nets, with their contents, were confisca 
and destroyed.

They found the notice required 
by law had not been given; that the vote to 
disband was less than the necessary two- 
thirds; in short that the stockholders’ 
meeting of last Tuesday was not legal in any 
way. Having settled this point the directors 
adjourned to meet next Tuesday at 11:30 
o’clock, when a report will be heard from the 
Lease committee, which was instructed to 
rent the premises for another year. 

It would be foolish to disband now,” said 
Secretary Henry A. Ott. “The club is 
now on a paying basis, We were 
inexperienced at first and allowed our- 
selves to be robbed.

LED ON BY INORDINATE VANITY. 
Thought He Could Hypnotize Women, Jury, 
and Constituents —Opinions of Result. 
Lovuisvitie, Ky., April 14.—[Special.}]— 
Here, where both Col. Breckinridge and his 
present wife have relatives and are well 
known, there isan almost unanimous opin- 
ion that a verdict for $50,000 would have 
been more emphatic and no harder on Breck- 
inridge than the one returned. His relatives 
do not attempt to defend him, and, while 
they have sympathy for, Miss Pollard, 
they think Breckinridge wholly re- 
sponsible for his own downfall. It is the 
general opinion that he was led on by his 
inordinate vanity, which made him believe 
he could hypnotize the court and jury with 
his eloquence, and afterward repeat the ex- 
periment on his constituents. He and his 
wife both said as much to friends. No ono 
now believes that Breckenridge can be nom- 
inated, or that, if nominated, he could be 
elected, but it is feared that he will not recog- 
nize his own defeat until he has plunged into 
a campaign in which he will drag out all of 
the scandais that are almost notorious about 
some of his Democratic opponents. This is 
understood to be the meaning of his declara- 

tion for an aggressive campaign. 

FRranxkrort, Ky., April 1 -—(|Specia:.]—The 
verdict of the jury in the Brickinridge-Pollard 
case was learned here late this afternoon with 
very little surprise. It has been the general 
opinion for the last few days that the jury 
would find for Miss Pollard. Unusual in- 
terest was centered in the trial here, from the 
fact that Miss Pollard formerly lived in this 
county and the fact that this is one of the 
leading counties in Col. Breckinridge’s Con- 
gressional district.

MILITIA ORDERED OUT TO MEET THE 
COMMONWEAL ARMY. 


Gov. Jackson Makes Preparations to Pre- 
vent Disorder When Kelly’s Band Eu- 
ters the Hawkeye State~Omaha Will 
Feed the Men=Carl Browne Cast Aside 
for the “Unknown” as Commander of 
Coxey’s Gang = Part of Frye’s Crowd 
Start After a Train in Lilinois, 


Cour. Buures, Ia., April 14.— [Special. 
The city and county authorities and the peo- 
ple of this city generally are thoroughly 
alarmed over the expected invasion of the 
Western division of Coxey’s army tomorrow. 
The City Council and Mayor, with the Sher- 
iff and Marshal, this afternoon consulted 
with attorneys for the various Eastern roads. 
No conclusion was reached and another meet- 
ing was held this evenmg, at which a aum- 
ber of prominent State officials, railroad men, 
and attorneys were present, Among them were 
Gov. Jackson, who arrived about 8 o'clock; 
Attorney-Genera! John . Stone, N. M. Hut. 
bard, and N. M. Hubbard Jr., together with 
their law partners, all attorneys for the North- 
western; John N. Baldwin of this city, Smith 
McPherson, attorney for the Chicago, Bur- 
ington and Quincy, from Red Oak; John 
Dugan, W. J. Davenport, and nearly all the 
city and county officers. The evening was 
spent in secret conferences, after which Gov. 
Jackson spoke briefly to the crowd assembled, 
saying the State would render all needed ae- 
sistance to the local authorities to prevent the 
rights of an Iowa citizen from being inter- 
fered with, and all such assistance would be 
rendered at the expense of the State. 

Gov. Jackson has not decided upon his 
course of action, Five companies of militia 
have been ordered here and are on the way. 
They include about 200 men. All the rail- 
roads having yards here are busily engaged 
tonight in shipping away all their empty 
freight and passenger cars and all the yards 
are guard heavily by Deputy Sheriffs in 
the employ of the roads. No arrangements 
have been made here to feed or shelter the 
army, the principal question being how the 
army is to be gotaway without trouble. All 
the Eastern lines are determined not to carry 
it and each one is trying to bluff the burden 
on to some other road. ’ 

Des Mortyezs, Ia., April 14.—[Special.}— 
Gov. Jackson and N. M. Hubbard Jr. left 
suddenly this afternoon for Council Bluffs to 
meet the industrial army. The Governor be- 
fore starting ordered ten companies of militia 
to be held in readiness to meet any emergency 
that might arise and preserve the peace and 
dignity of the State. Itis reported here that 
the Chicago and Northwestern road has agreed 
to furnish the army transportation to Chicago, 


and it is not expected any trouble will occur | 


in this State. 

VILLIScA, Ia., April 14.—[Special.]—The 
militia company here is under orders to move 
to Council Biuffs at a moment’s notice, it is 
supposed to prevent Kelly’s army from in- 
vading Iowa.

“Unknown” Elected to Command 
Coxey’s Commonweal Army. 
Frostsure, Md., April 14.—[Special.}— 

There is a crisis in the affairs of Coxey’s army 
tonight. By unanimous vote of the common- 
weal Carl Browne has been deposed and the 
leadership placed in the hands of the Un- 
known and Jesse Coxey. Coxey is away. If, 
when he returns, he should reinstate Browne, 
the army will probably disband. for the men

Today’s events make the second chapter in 
the story of the passing of Browne.

Some of Frye’s Men Refuse to Leave Van- 
dalia on Foot. 

Vanpati, III., April 14.—([Special.]—Gen. 
Frye and his army of commonwealers broke 
camp here at noon today and started on their 
journey, but in different directions, Before 
the army arrived at Vandalia a large number 
of the men declared they would go no farther 
on foot. Many of them arein bad shape, sick 
and almost worn out. The men caucused 
all last night and this morning after break. 
fast took a vote by company whether or 
not, to follow Gen. Frye. The vote to 
continue withthe General was carried by a 
slight majority. The minority then declared 
it would go no farther with him. men 
were much excited and declared they would 
seize the first eastbound freight on the Van- 
dalia road and ride. Mayor Steinhauer and 
several other citizens went to the camp and 
addressed the dissatisfied men, prevailed on 
them to use no violence, and advised them to 
proceed with Gen. Frye. This they refused 
todo. Frye started with 200 men at noon, 
the other 150 remaining. After another cau- 
cus they decided to go south to Sandoval, 
where they would strike the B. and O. 8. 
W. railroad. Here they say it is 
their intention to try again to get transporta- 
tion peacefully if possible and forcibly if they 
must. The deserters of Gen. Frye left here 
at 2 o’clock this afternoon. They are sta- 
tioned near Shobenier, seven miles south of 
here on the Illinois Central railroad, and will 
board the first train south. 1 have several 
engineers in their crowd and will run the train 
themselves if the trainmen refuse to pull 
them.

A report was received here that Admiral 
Mello had taken refuge on the British gun- 
boat Beagle, off the coast of Uruguay, but it 
has not been confirmed. 

„ Official advices have been received of the 
yepulse of the rebels in attempting to make a 
landing at Rio Grande do Sul. The rebel 
squadron composed of the Republica with the 
armed transports Uranus, Pallas, Esperense, 
and Iris, reached the bar ot Rio Graride do Sul. 
They crossed the next morning, and the forces 
of Gen. Salgado were landed under the pro- 
tection of guns from the ships. It was the 
intention to march from San José del 
The govern- 
ment forces met them immediately after 
landing and a battle followed. The fighting 
continued for four days, the heavy guns in 
the ships throwing shot and shell into the 
government forces. Near the railroad 
station in Quinta the government forces, 
under Gen. Telles, were reorganized and a 
general engagement was fought. The battle 
lasted for four hours and resulted in the de- 
feat of the rebels, although the government 
Josses were the heavier. The loyal troops lost 
160 killed and thirty-one prisoners, while the 
rebels escaped with only ten killed and many 
wounded. Asthe rebeis had been defeated 
they retired to the ships. The squadron re- 
crossed the bar at 11 o'clock at night under 
g heavy fire from the forts. Gen. Ba- 
cellar reported to President Peixoto 
that the government troops displayed great 
courage and their loyaity was fully demon- 
strated. But little damage was caused to the 
City of Rio Grande do Sul by the bombard- 
ment from the ships. 

President Peixoto has extended the siege 
until June 30. This has been done more asa 
precautionary measure than froin necessity.

BELIEVE HUMBERT IS NOT SINCERE. 


The French People Not Impressed by What 
Italy King Had to Say. 
[SPECIAL CABLE! 

Panis, April 14.—[Copyright, 1894, by 
James Gordon Bennett. — What is taking 
place behind the scenes still continues to fur- 
aish the really interesting features of the pres- 
ent situation of the comedy of European poli- 
ties.

He only asks for a 
treaty of commerce, knowing well from the ac- 
tion of Von Caprivi in the negotiations for the 
Russo-German treaty of commerce how im- 
portant is the influence of trade on inter- 
national relations. When France shali have 
officiaily refused to make a commercial 
treaty with Itally, which itis certain to do, 
for public opinion in France will not yield to 
the policy of Italy, and the Chamber is too 
strongly protectionist to concede any com- 
mercial advantages, Sig. Crispi will be in a 
position to assert that France refuses to do 
anything for the preservation of the peace of 
Europe. If, then, the question of disarma- 
ment comes to the front, it may become 
dangerous.

Ambitious Officers of the New Organization 
Said to Have Caused the TroubleeNo 
More Men Go Out, but Offers of Aid 
Are Expected at Many Towns Along 
the Line of the Road—Alabama Miners

Sr. Pav, Minn., April 14.—[Special.}—In 
the existing strike of Great Northern train- 
men the brotherhood and the American Rail- 
way Union are in collision. The brotherhood 
opposes the strike and the union has ordered 
it. There is little doubt that the strike will 
soon involve the eastern division of the road. 
An open meeting of the American Railway 
will be held tomorrow afternoon, and a regu- 
lar meeting of the same order will be held 
Tuesday everiing. President Hill of the 
Great Northern returned today from Superior 


and did not seem to be at all dis- 
turbed in spirit when talking. of 
the strike. “It is a local affair 


among some of the men in the West, the seat 
of the trouble lymg between Williston and 
Kalispell, and the operators and some of the 
trainmen being the only men going out. Of 
course their action will cause more or less in- 
convenience in the operating of trains tor a 
few days, but Ido not think the trouble will 
last long, and I have no idea whatever that it 
will extend to other divisions of the road. 
The real source of the trouble is among 
men who have been driven out of the 


regular orders of railroad employés and who 


are now exerting themselves in connection 
with this new organization. So far as the 
company is concerned they could not have 
chosen a better time than the present to in- 
stitute a strike and no better division of the 
road than the one they have. Business is 
light just now. There is absolutely no truth 


in the report that the company was engaging 
men to send West with a view to a lockout of 
men already working.”’

that they may rely on whatever support it is 
possible for them to give in the struggle;

The strike is now onfrom the Red River 
clear to Spokane. It is reported that the 
Boston and Montana Copper smelter at Great 
Falis, Mont., employmg 950 men, 
with a pay roll still greater, will 
close tomorrow, being unable to oper- 
ate without the railroad.

HRLANA. Mont., April 14.—[Special. }—Not 
a wheel has turned on the Montana Central 
branch of the Great Northern since noon yes- 
terday. The tie-up is complete and there is 
no indication of a compromise or settlement. 
General Superintendent Byron of the Great 
Northern is here, but he protests that he does 
does not know what the men want. The men 
say they want the old scale and old rules and 
will not go to work until they get them. They 
are willing at all times to haul mail trains, 
but the officials have stopped them. Great 
Northern trainmen get from $5 to $15 a month 
less in all lines than similar employés on the 
Northern Pacific.

It Will Be a Three-Story and Basement 
Completely Furnished. ; 

The People’s Institute and Investment com- 
pany has completed arrangemnts for the 
erection of a three-story and basement build- 
ing at West Van Buren and Leavitt streets, at 
an estimated cost of $90,000. It is expected 
ground will be broken May 15. The 
building will have a frontage on 
Van Buren street of 150 feet and 
on Leavitt street of 125 feet. 
The main entrance will be from Van Buren 
street th h u lobby twenty-two feet wide, 
off which will be stairways leading to the 
basement and the second story; also a ticket 
office and other necessary rooms for business 
88 in connection with the institute. 

n the Leavitt street side there will be an en- 
trance in the center of the structure, to the 
north of which will be provided an assembly 
hall, with a seating capacity of 200, and to 
the south offices for the Chicago Academy, 
with separate apartments for the Woman’s 
club and a coat room. In this entrance there 
will beanother stairway tothe second floor. 
The auditorium, or main floor, to be 86x110 
feet in dimension, will have seating room for 
the accommodation of 3,000 people. Every-

bazaar, and social rooms will be provided on 
this floor. The parquet will have 
444 seats, the parquet circle 526, the bal- 
cony 520, and the emg 308. In addition 
to divisions there will be stage boxes on 
either side capable of holding tweive per- 
sons each and.back of them six large boxes 
having a total capacity of forty-eight. The 
plans contemplate a stage 22x80 feet, with a 
32-foot proscenium arch and the necessary 
accommodations of a first-class theater. The 
stage will be large enough to accommodate 
250 people. 

The second floor of the building on the Van 
Buren street side will be provided with rooms 
for a musical college and school of oratory. 
There will also be a secretary’s office and 
reading-room. There will be eight large and 
well lighted offices on this floor. On the 
Leavitt street frontage there will be five large 
class-rooins with lavatories, cloak, and toilet 
rooms forthe accommodation of the Chicago 
Academy. Thethird floor of Leavitt street 
frontage will contain five class-rooms, and 
the Van Buren frontage two logde-rooms 30 
x45 feet, with adjoining parlors, reception,

They Concede Ad Valorem Duties in Ex- 
change for the Combine’s Aid in Secur- 
ing Support of Kicking Senators for the 
Tariff BilleConsummation of the Bar- 
gain Means Millions for the Trust New 
Postoffice on the Lake - Front Now Seems 
Likely.

There is not much attempt to deny that the 


Democratic majority on the Finance commit- 
tee has made another surrender to the sugar 
trust. and something enormous. After it got 
a discriminating duty it demanded the color 
test. The color test was conceded, and now it 
demands ad valorem instead of specific du- 
ties. This would mean millions on millions 
more in its treasury. The report has been 


current for two or three days that the ad va- 


lorem duty was also to be conceded in return 
for the sugar trust bringing some of the kick- 
ing Democrats into line and insuring the pas- 
sage of the bill. Wall street speculators have, 
as usual, made a harvest out of the trust’s in- 
fluence with the Democratic majority in the 


Finance committee. 

Nevertheless, it will be pretty hard work to 
get a new sugar schedule with ad valorem du- 
ties adopted in the Senate, because the bill is 
now out of the handsof the Finance com- 
mittee, and a committee amendment will 
have to have a clear majority to secure its 
adoption, but if the sugar trust can get forty- 
three Democratic Senators to support a new 
schedule giving it ad valorem rates in addi- 
tion to the color test its influence is also 
probably great enough to have those forty- 
three Senators vote for the passage of the 
bill. Some of them talk in opposition, but 
their talk has to be largely dis@ounted. Sen- 
ator Caffrey of Louisiana is reported to be 
against ad valorems, while Senator McPher- 
son, whois a memberof the Finance com- 
mittee, authorizes the interview denouncing 
the ad valorem system as well as the color 
test. 

The probabilities now are that the Repub- 
lican leaders of the Senate will not only cen- 
sent to the continuation of the present agree- 
ment for the daily limitation of the debate on 
the tariff for next week, but that they will 
agree to close the general debate by the end 
of the week. It is evident that it is their pur- 
pose to reserve all that is possible for the de- 
bate on the various schedules, for each of 
which the Republican Senators will demand 
the most extended and exhaustive considera- 
tion. It is upon these schedules, such as 
agricultural 
products, wool, iron, tin-plate, and dozens of 
others, including almost the entire category 
of manufactured articles, that the Republicans 
count to furnish text for prolonging the de- 
bate possibly into the summer. 


MR. QUAY ASSAILS THE TARIFF BILL. 


Business Paralyzed by:the Work of the 
Democrats in Congress. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., April 14.—In the Sen- 
ate today the resolution of Mr. Quay for the 
hearing on April 20 of a delegation of work- 
ingmen was after some parliamentary eskir- 
mishing laid upon the table—yeas, 34; nays, 
9. The negative votes were: Davis, Dolph, 
Dubois, Frye, Gallinger, Hansbrough, Peffer, 
Power, and Quay. 2 

Senator Quay then addressed the Senate on 
the tariff bill. After attacking the Finance 
committee for its blundering work Mr. Quay 
said: 

Wenow see the party which is in full control 
of the legislative and executive branches of gov- 
ernment threaten the country with a measure 
which has been described as sectional, partisan, 
biundering, discriminating, and unjust. The in- 
evitabie result is the paralysis of business, the 
halting of trade, the suspension of purchases, 
the stoppage of production, the deprivation to 
thousands of; their usual means of.livelihood, 
and an incredibie shrinkage of value. How 
much more enormous do these evii résults become 
when the tariff is to be disturbed, not in che 
interest of domestic but of foreign industry; not 
with the welfare of the whole common country in 
view, but for the benefit of a section; not with 
the purpose of providing revenue in accordance 
with an intelligent plan, but ina fashion which 
at one stage offers an increased deficiency to an 
already depleted Treasury and at another stage 
involves a surplus derived in part from a break- 
fast table and in greater part from the offensive 
inquisition into the private fortunes of individ- 
uais. Noone in this chamber can be deceived by 
this mongrel measure. In its original form the 
bill came from the inner shrine of the Democrat- 
ic party. It was the emanation of its deity and 
too sacred to be defiled by earnest opposition. 
The same superstitious devotion may uitimately 
be witnessed in this body. The fetich comes be- 
fore us from the Committee on Finance in strange 
form, bearing amendments theinsertion of which 
defies reasonable explanation and which cannot be 
twisted into symmetry with the original. They will 
probably —— in the Committee of Confer- 
ence, if a conference is reached, as mysteriously 
as they appeared in the Committee on Finance.

WALL STREET AT A STANDSTILL 
DURING THE WEEK. 


Both Bulis and Bears Await Developments 

Dome Big European Interests Begin 
to Drain American Gold=—Doubts as to 
the Effect of the Export- Most Holders 
of Securities Believe There Is Money 
in Patience«Speculators in Gas Trust 
Wait for Moloney’s Decision, 

.New York, April 14.—[Special.]—Things 
have been at a standstillin Wall street this 
week. Neither bull nor bear has shown a 
disposition to do anything of consequence, 
Two or three developments have come, but 
none has exerted influence upon the course of 
the stock market prices. There have been 
some depressing figures given out by promi- 
nent railroads reflecting current earnings, 
and there have been some other less pro- 
nounced factors of discouragement, including 
the shipment of nearly $4,000,000 of gold 
to Europe. The latter movement was not 
anticipated, for the bankers of Wall street 
have been lately full of assurances that there 
was no danger of gold exports on any basis 
of consequence. But exchange rates have 
been stiffening right along and there have 
been disclosures touching financial affairs 
on the other side of thé ocean 
which have made it plain that some of the 
biggest interests in Europe would have to 
raise big sums of gold within a short time or 
go to discredit upon obligations which have 
an international importance. 7 

There have been few suggestions of selling 
by foreign investors of securities in our mar- 
ket, but it has been amply appreciated in the 
first circles of finance in this country that 
urgent necessities were impelling London and 
Paris to contrive schemes on a big scale to 
raise funds here, Today’s steamers carry a 
good deal more of the yellow metal abroad 
than even the best informed of our bankers 
had reason to expect, and tonight there is 
almost universal agreement that the export 
movement is likely to go much further. If 
this anticipation proves correct it is impos- 
sible to forecast what influence it may exert 
on the course of our stock market. 

It cannot fail to have some results of im- 
portance, for the market is just now in such a 
sensitive condition as opens the way to a long 
line of complications. When the recent 


boom in quotations began there was much |

At the start and 
all through this so-called foreign investment 
business was not much else than so much 
thunder made to order by the manipulators 
of the market, whose foreign residences are 
all right under the stock exchange eaves.

They apparently are 
quite content to continue holding on, con- 
tidently convinced that there is a profit wait- 
ing on patieace. When the market does re- 
vive—that is, when the workers in the market 
put on their own steam again—we shall prob- 
ably have for the first indication of this revival 
a lot of new talk about alleged foreign buy- 
ing. When that talk appears it o t to be’ 
oats for even the rank outsider to go in and 
take a profitable flyer—vor else there is no safe 
theory to be based on what we had some two 
or three weeks ago. ae

Fall of Dissolution. 


The present calculation of the opposition is 
on the unforeseen. Their minds are full of 
the idea of dissolution. They are preparing 
in every constituency for a new election. 
They believe that a general election would 
restore them to power, or at least would so 
weaken the ministry as to make any long 
tenure of office impossible. Perhaps they 
forget one thing, that a new election, which 
certainly means a new Parliament, might 
also mean a new Cabinet in part, 
and possibly a new policy in part. 
Lord Rosebery at present is only 
a legatee. He has taken over the 


predecessor. If the country gives him a ma- 
jority it will then be for him to determine 
what use he will make of it. That he will be 
perfectly loyal to his party and to the ideas 
for which his party exists is certain. But he 
will be master in a sense in which he is not 
now, and he will be left to be master. If, on 
the other hand, there be a Unionist ma- 
jority the Liberal party will have time to 
meditate in opposition on things im general, 


reconstruction, Many of the soundest and 
best Liberals believe that not otherwise can 
the party regain its ascendency or agree on a 
policy which the nation will ultimately ac- 
cept. 

The precedence given to the so-called regis- 
tration bill which Mr, Morley introduced Fri- 
day is easily explicable.

The omission 
to accompany the application of it 
by some ‘scheme of redistribution leaves 
the electoral system still unequal and unjust. 
But one ma n one vote will help the Lib- 
erais and the Liberals propose it. One 
vote, one value” would help the Unionists 
and is therefore excluded. The Unionists, 
when their turn comes, may be trusted to 
restore the balance. The bill as it stands is 
not free from the suspicion of political bias, 
but it has the advantage of being introduced 
and expounded by John Moualey. whose speech 
has rather enhanced his parliamentary repu- 
tation. Itis understood that the Irish were 
induced to see that in their own interests it 
was best that this reform bill should precede 
the evicted tenants’ bill. If passed it may 
alter the result of the next general election 
and alter it in their favor. 


Uganda a Serious Question. 


Uganda is a serious question, which has a 
less serious side. It presented Lord Rose- 
bery in the attitude of a schoolmaster, with 
Sir William Harcourt for a pupil. The 
lesson set this very mature scholar is a lesson 
in imperialism. He learnt it well enough to 
say it off in the House of Commons Thursday 
without a mistake. There never has been 
much doubt, if any, that Lord Rosebery 
would establish a protectorate over Uganda. 
The lamented Sir Gerald Portal was sent 
there to report a foregone conclusion. It 
was known what Lord Rosebery’s policy was, 
and it was known what Sir Gerald’s views 
were. His very able and conclusive report 
with its curious collection of alternative 
schemes meant to be set aside has been in the 
hands of the government some four months. 
This is supposed to represent the period re- 
quired for Sir William's conversion. It be- 
came his pleasant duty to announce it to the 
House, and the House cheered pleasantly. 
One important point. whether there shall be a 
railway from the coast, is left doubtful; but it 
is no longer doubtful that the considerable 
African kingdom of undefined extent has 
passed for good or for evil into British hands. 
There is no money in this enterprise for the 
present, say the experts, and the Chartered 
company has not flourished; but Lord Rose- 
bery has a maxim which he adopted if he did 
not invent it that trade follows the flag.

17 Wall street, New York. He became known as 
a broker for Ives, and it was reported that Ives 
used him as a blind to cover his operations in 
stocks. The two are said to have had large in- 
terests in common. Then Netter lived in Orange, 
N. J. Ives finally got into difficulty and was ar- 
rested, The collapse of Ives hastened Netter’s 
trouble; he went to Cincinnati, and after a short

| CRISIS NOT AT AN END. 


LORD ROSEBERY RAS NOT OVEROOME 
ALL DIFFIODLTIES. — 


The Prime Minister Does Not Loom Up 
Big as the Leader of the Liberal Party, 
but if His Horse Ladas Wins the 
Derby His Popularity May Receive ‘e 
Boom That Will Carry Him to Victory 
in a General Election=—Split in the 
Ulster Unionist Party.

Loxpox, April 14.—[Copyright, 1894, by 
the New York Times.]—After all the pertur- 
bations and prophecies of evil with which the 
Parliamentary week opened, nothing what- 
ever has happened. The ministry has ob- 
tained quite its normal majority on a test 


vote, and the crisis has disappeared as sud-_ 


denly as it had risen. But this result was 
only attained by taxing all the official party 
tomtoins to the utmost of their power for 
noise, and now the racket has to be begun all 
over again to prevent another crisis next 
week, 

This is all very well for once or twice; but 
the task of getting party steam up to full 
register every succeeding week to keep the 
ministry alive over Sunday will soon pall on 
engineers and stokers. In fact, they are al- 
ready sick of it. There is mutiny enough in 
the air to beat the government twice over. 
True, it seems unlikely that the malcontents 
will combine to force a dissolution before 
the electoral reforms introduced last 
night will pass into law, because 
such a course would be flatly suicidal. 
But the danger that they may even by acci- 
dent do so is always present in the ministerial 
mind and gives the government veritable 
week-by-week tenyre of office. Tenure of 
power it can scarcely be said to have because 
the House of Lords, emboldened by its ob. 
vious weakness and nervelessness, now makes 
no bones about saying in advance through its 
mouthpieces in the Tory press just what 
pieces of ministerial legislation it intends to 
throw out. 

So demoralized have the Liberals become 
that this insolent attitude of the hereditary 
legislators how provokes only the tamest pro- 
tests. Only a few weeks ago hey were all 
cockawhoop to be led in massed assault upon 
the House of Lords as an institution. Today 
they present the sullen, dejected mien of an 
army which has been sold out by ite General. 
They know there is to be no honest grapple 
with the second chamber and they understand 
well enough why. There are a number of 
reasons, and they are all covered by Lord 
Rosebery’s fashionable and smartly-ironed 
hat. 

Smaliness of Rosebery Shown. 

At the close of Rosebery’s first month in 
office it is apparent that there has been a 
steady escape of gas from his balloon. He is 
seen now to be a much smaller man than he 
was thought to be four weeks ago. Unless 
the miraculous happens he seems bound to 
dwindle further in Parliamentary esteem. His 
Cabinet is known to be quarreling on numer- 
ous points and the little clique whose machina- 
tions helped him into place are assuming aire 
which grate on the nerves of the older and 
better Liberals. Some of these are saying 
that defeat at the polis and a period of oppo- 
sition might in the long run be the best thing 
for the Radical party, since it would give it 
an opportunity to shake off Rosebery’s un- 
fortunate leadership. 

The outcome of.this growing feeling is 
quaintly mixed up with the result of a horse 
race. If Rosebery’s Ladas wins the Derby 
six weeks hence there will be a popular boom 
for him which, in the judgment of old pol- 
liticians, makes a prompt dissolution and an 
appeal to the country a quite certain victory 
for the Liberals. There is, therefore, a 
dilemma that the triumph of his horse will 
fasten Rosebery officially on the neck of his 
party for a long term of years, and that if 
dissolution is sprung before the Derby is run 
the party will probably be beaten. 

In any case nobody desires the break up 
before the registration bill is passed. When 
this measure becomes a law the last of those 
curious survivals which so long have rendered 
English elections unique will have been wiped 
out. From all picturesque and journalistic 
points of view the feature which will be most 
missed is that delightfully absurd practice of 
stringing elections along for over a fortnight, 
with daily branches of borough results first, 
then daily groups of country: divisions, the 
fiercest anxiety and curiosity possessing the 
wholecountry throughout the long period, as 
one day’s losses balanced another’s gains. 
The basis of the betting shifted ceaselessly as 
the rival parties advanced neck and neck to 
the winning post. It was really the English- 
man’s passion for. racing ingrafted upon his 
political methods. This new idea of having 
all the elections the same day will seem to 
him by comparison acold and spiritless pro- 
ceeding. 

Blow at Plural Voting. 

I don’t believe even the, Radicals would 
have insisted on the chauge if it were not for 
the fact that it is the only way they can strike 
effectively at plural voting. There is also in 
the new bill, it is true, a provision that fio 
man shall vote in more than one constitu- 
ency; but it is well known that the Lords will 
throw that out. ‘The next best thing, then, is 
to handicap the plural voter by giving him 
only a single day in which to display his ac- 
tivity. This will do some good where there 
are long distances between a rich man’s con- 
stituencies, but it will also induce a great 
study of the time-tables and emulation in per- 
forming a record of prodigies in vote casting. 

Of more genuine importance is the clause 
making a three months’ residence sufficient 
where formerly it was in effect more like 
thirty. This will add an enormous number 
of migratory artisans and workmen to the 
electorate, as no one can tell when the elec. 
tion will occur. It has been the habit to 
make a yearly autumnal register. The new bill 
provides two; one in January, one in July. The 
common sense view is that unless the party 
decides it wants to shunt Rosebery at the cost 
of defeat it must keep together in office until 
the law is in operation and the first new reg. 
istry is made in July. The cue of the Tories 
and Unionists is to obstruct the passage of 
the bill till after July. There are many ways 
of doing this besides openly fighting it. Any 
device of consuining time will serve that is 
secret. 

These comic protectionist notions which 
are now springing up like mushrooms, one 
for labeling all foreign fruits on the stalls, 
laughed down in the Commons this week; 
another, demanding similar protection for 
native oysters, whelks, and periwinkles, will 
be introduced all the same next week, and 
numerous schemes for debates on the various 
cereal duties are indifferently concealed up 
the Tory sleeve. It cannot be too often im- 
pressed on outsiders that all these demonstra- 
tions are purely politicai and parliamentary, 
and have no popular backing worth counting 
at the polls. 

Tariff on the Continent. 

Of course it is different on the continent, 
Germany has, it is true, under the impetus of 
the young free trade Kaiser, taken a long 
step forward in the direction of commercial 
liberty and has dragged Austria and Russia 


perforce along with it. The Latin nations | 
seem headed the other way. Under the ‘sec | 


ond Empire Frenchmen listened to their po- 


mercial treaties with Germany, Austria, Rus- : 
sia, Belgium, and Italy, following the lines of 
recent progressive Berlin legislation. But a 
group of so-called Liberal

servatives, are playing a part like that of 
Hill and Gorman at Washington. 
Russian Manufactures Booming. 

Side by side with reports of the greatest 
agricultural distress in Russia come accounts 
of a most remarkable boom of Russian man- 
ufacturing in general. Factories, especially 
of machinery and railway supplies, are said 
to have orders for four or five years ahead 


and to be working extra time. This is largely 


ascribed to the opening of markets in Asia. 
The Trans-Caspian railroad paid 4 per cent 
for the first time, 

Farmers Worsted by Drought. 

Here in England farmers are beginning to 
be seriously frightened at the protracted 
drought, which bears a malignant resem- 
blance to last spring’s experience. We have 
been practicaily a month without rain, which 


in the humid British Isles is peculiarly abnor- 


mal, Today there is a cold gray sky, but still 
no downfall, and if rain continues withheld 
another week will see the hope of the hay 
crop almost abandoned and the whole harvest 
imperiled. Last year struck such a blow at 
the fodder crops that a repetition now bots > 
be cruelin the extreme, There are certain 
light compensations, it is true. Trees are all in 
leaf, flowers are abundant, cuckoos and night- 
ingales have appeared earlier than for a 
half century, Ireland, too, which is always 
contrary and starves in years when there is 
plenty elsewhere, expects this season tremend- 
ous crops. 
Irish Troubles Disappear. 

The internecine quarrel of the Irish Na- 
tionalists has subsided again below the visible 
surface, and I think we have heard the worst 
about it. The demonstrations of the 
last fortnight have shown so conclusively 
that popular Ireland sympathizes with 
Timothy Healy that the Dillon-O’Brien fac. 
tion will in self-defense draw in its horns. 
The effect of Irish public feeling is shown al- 
ready inthe announcement that legal pro- 
ceedings forthe release of the Paris fund, 
which should never have been stopped, will 
be begun again at once. Incidentally it 
ought to be said that a painful blunder was 
made some weeks ago by some agency dis- 
patch to America, which reported John 
Barry, ex-member for Wexford anda large 
linoleum manufacturer, as having denounced 
John Morley and called Gladstone the Grand 
Old Humbug.“ The man who said this is an 
obscure ass from Cork, also named Barry, 
and the fact of his doing so is important to no 
living person but himself. The mistake lu- 
dicrously misrepresented the attitude and 
manners of John Barry, who is the beat 
known in America of all the permanent Lrish- 
men and who is greatly disturbed at the mis- 
understanding. 

Ulster Unionists Split. 

I ventured a prediction a year ago that be. 
fore the home rule bill became a law. there 
would be a split inside the little Ulster party 
of Unionists who were thén so violently pre- 
ferring death on the gory field to any sugges- 
tion of disunion. It was clearly impossible 
to keep long under the same blanket the Prot- 
estant tenant farmers of Ulster and their 
Tory landlords. The break has come now 
like thunder out of a clear sky and is 
marked by characteristic bitterness 
and fury. This week T. W. .Rus- 
sell and Johnston of Ballykilibeg 
have been not only voting with the govern- 
ment, but they threaten to goto Ireland and 
raise the Ulster farmers in revolt against the 
Orange landlords who are opposing both Mor- 
ley’s land tenure bill and his suggestion for 
the appointment of an Irish select committee 
on the whole land question. Possibly the 
mutiny may be quelled for a time; but the 
spirit exhibited justifies the hope that the 
rent-paying parts of Ulster are beginning to 
see on which side their bread is buttered, 

Little Work for English Lawyers. 

Exceptional attention has been directed to 
the state of the legal profession in England 
by a big meeting of English barristers, at 
which the leaders of the bar made some 
curious statements. It seems that for years 
now the volume of ordinary litigation has 
been declinmg, and improved systems of de- 
tection, along with a decrease of crime, have 
rendered criminal practice the mere shadow 
of what it used to be. Slow as the progress 
of simplifying law is in England it has already 
cut huge slices out of the cake on which the 
bar used to feed. The combined re- 
sults are a vast increasing army of 
unemployed barristers and solicitors with an 
inevitable lowering of the tone of the profes- 
sion and a growing temptation to shady 
practices. The plain truth that lawyer 
has become synonymous in the common En- 
glish mind with robber and “ oppressor ”’ 
was hinted at a good deal in the speeches, and 
a general sentiment disclosed that the time 
for a radical overhauling of the whole sys- 
tem has arrived. The matter has been re- 
ferred to a committee, and there will bea 
characteristic delay, but there is a feeling that 


the ultimate result will be the abolition of the 


absurd immunities, prerogatives, and limita- 
tions now engirdling the English barrister 
and his practical amalgamation with the so- 
licitor. ; 
Public May See Art Treasures. 

After a fight lasting for years the progressive 
element has finaily bullied the Tory magnates 
of the City of London into openi 
poration art collection to the public on alter- 
nate Sundays. The decisive vote was taken 
amid a storm of groans, cat calls, and abusive 
epithets bawled by the Sabbatarian party, 
making such a scene of disordor as the Guild- 
hall has not witnessed before in our time. 

Kipling Said to Be at London. 

It is reported to me today with the air of 
the greatest mystery that Rudyard Kipling is 
in town. Whether it be news that he is away 
from home I have no means of knowing, but 
no whisper of his presence has found its way 
into print here.

The luncheon was provided by 
Frau Sucher, and that lady afterwards showed 
Emperor William a table cloth which she had 
embroidered with the names of the long 
distance riders who took part in the cavalry 
officers’ contest between Vienna and Berlin 
and begged that Emperor William would 
accept it as a souvenir of his visit to Viepna. 
The Emperor was greatly pleased with the

While at the mess of the Seventh Hussars 
Emperor William presented Count William 
Starhem berg, a Lieutenant of that regiment, 
whose father, Prince Starhemberg, is Grand 
Marshal of Austria, and who was the winner 
of the long distance horse race, with a silver 
snuff-box set with diamonds, The prize 
awarded to the Lieutenant for winning. the

The 
wedding will take place in the private church 
within the Schloss, which has been redecorated 
under the supervision of the Grand Duke’s 
chamberlain. There will be no bridemaids, 
in accordance with German precedent, but 
Princess Victoria will be supported by her 
younger sister.

Keeping Agrarian Agitation Alive,

Herr 
Benningsen, on behalf of the National Liber- 
als, also denounced the motion, saying that 
never before had a motion of such dangerous 
import to the State been submitted to the 
House. Herr Richter stated that it appeared 
that all the members would unite in the for- 
mation of a great party to combat Conserva- 
tive greed. Count von Limberg-Strium hav- 
ing defended the motion, Caprivi repeated his 
declaration against the motion and the House 
divided with the result that it was rejected py 
a vote of 159 to 46. |

SISTER OF MERCY MURDERED. 


People of Grunewald Hunting for « Fiend 
im Lynch Him. 

Bunt, April 14.— The body of a young 

and beautiful Sister of Mercy was found near 

the road leading to the Grunewald Forest 


district today partly concealed by bushes. . 
A gaping wound in her throat showed how 


she had met her death. The murder had 
been committed evidently after the com- 
mission of an assault. Beyond the foot- 
prints of a man there was nothing to give a 
clew to the identity of the murderer. A few 
hours after the murder of the Sister of Mercy 
a young peasant girl, who was passing near 
the Grunewald colony, was set upon by a man, 
who attempted to assault her and tried to cut 
her throat when she resisted. She succeeded 
in fighting off her assailantand in raising 
such an outcry that a number of people was 
attracted to the spot and joined in the search 
for the man who had assaulted her. If caught 
the man will be lynched.

A millionaire cattleman 
of Round Valley is energetically pushing a 
scheme to connect this section by railroad to 
Fort Bragg. a coast lumber port sixty miles 
distant. Such a railroad, besides being of im- 
mense advantage to Mendocino stockmen, also 
would open up thousands of acres of lumber, 
truit, and coal lands, which would be of in- 
calculable commercial advantage to the coun- 
try at large. 
alker Valley has its romantic history, 

which has nothing at all to do with the grave 
problems of new railroads and coal mines, 
but centers upon a bright little woman well up 
in the forties who is reckoned in these parts 
as one of the bravest and stanchest of Men- 
docino’s pioneers. In fact, the main inci- 
dents of Catherine Angle's life would make a 
volume of eee She came to the 
valley in 1859 with her husband and brother, 
and, though she was but 14 years old at the 
time, both men seem to have been dom- 
inated. by ber shrewd judgment and 
conscience. They bought the 1 
right to forty acres of farming land wit 
“improvements,” which in this instance con- 
sisted of a rod or two of shaky fence and a 
dilapidated. cabin of whip-sawed lumber. 
Every article not in actual demand for primi- 
tive living * sold to buy necessities, Cath- 
erine’s weddmg dress and jewelry, along with 
her husband’s gold wateh, being cheerfully 
included in the sacrifice. They began by 
taking cattle on shares from resident stock- 
men, but from the outset the young wife fa- 
vored the keeping of sheep, for, as she quaint- 
ly pute it: 

always go a good deal by the scripture, 
an’ you know it says consider’ble bout 


shepherds prospering. A sheep can live on | 


what cattle die on.“ 

True to her misgivings, the winters in this 
high altitude proved too rigorous for cattle 
which are kept night and day on open range. 
When the third winter was followed by a 
drought the weakest in the herd died, and the 
rest were returned to the owner with $250 in 
cash to even up the transaction. Meanwhile 
the plucky little wife had managed to buy 
300 sheep with money she had saved from 
the raising of poultry.

settlers. In this she was strongly opposed by 
the eight cattlemen who greedily monopo- 
lized the entire territory of Little Lake. -A 
succession of dry seasons in the South had 
driven sheep men and poor farmers to North- 
ern California, and the Little Lake people re- 
sented the influx with an energy and bitter- 
ness that could only end in bioodshed. 

Do you see that big rock?“ cried their 
leader, signifying a bowlder of noble and or- 
nate proportions which is the central land- 
mark of this wilderness. ‘The first sheep 
driven beyond that we'll shoot down like a 
pone, 

atherine, who was yet but a girl in years, 
spurred her horse up to the angry combatants 
and answered for the newcomers: 

“The law won't let you hold half the land 
ou are using, and these men have a right to 
omes here the same as you an’ me. I say 

for ’em to stay, an’ they can have sheep from 
me on shares as long as they like.“ 

This sensible advice was not heeded by the 
irate cattlemen, and from that on the Little 
Lake broils became notorious throughout the 
country. Men and even women were mys- 
teriously murdered, Indians were shot 
down at sight, and sheep and cattle killed 
or stolen by parties whose names were 
whispered under the breath: Men slept 
with their guns, and rifles were slung to the 
saddle bows of herders, not so much for the 
killing of beasts as for defense against would- 
be murderers and thieves. The cattle and 
sheep business bristles with opportunities to 
take cowardly and dishonest advantage of 
neighboring stockmen, and the inhabitants of 
these beautiful valleys showed more than 
ordinary ingenuity and cruelty in making 


things warm” for the late comers. Once 
when a peremptory order was sent to Cath- 
erine to join the Little Lake clique she 
saucily returned:

There came a day when the hatred engen- 
dered by the prolonged feud at Little Lake 
terminated in one of the bloodiest affrays 
known to the homicidal history of California. 
The affair is set down in the annals of Men- 
docino County as the Little Lake Vendetta. 
It seems that the respective heads of the con- 
tending parties were two families by the name 
of Frost and Coats. The male members of 
these households fell into fierce altercation 
at a political meeting and went out 
under the trees for a fight. On the 
one side were the four rost brothers 
and on the other the seven stalwart 
men of the Coats family. .All were armed 
with revolvers and knives. The first shot was 
fired by Martin Frost, and the next quarter of 
a minute saw the cold-bloaded Murder of six 
men. The bodies were carried into a small 
—.— hall and laid side by side —flve of the 

oats household and the oldest of the Frost 
brothers—all mourned over by distracted 
mothers, wives, and children.

Two miles north of the hamlet of Little 
Lake a new town was started and called 
Willits, after one of the oldest settlers. It 
became the center of that rich tract of farm- 
ing land and at one time aspired to the honor 
of being the county seat, but lost the election 
in favor of Ukiah. Like most isolated com- 
munities Willits took on more or less thrift- 
less habits while dreaming of an incoming 
railroad to facilitate the marketing of their 
products. The town, however, continues to 
be the most important in these northern val- 
leys, and, standing as it does in the heart of a 
1 valley girdled by sublime mount- 
ains, makes a picture to ravish the eye. 

Catherine Angle’s work did not cease with. 
the accumulation of countless flocks, herds, 
and poultry, the building of the first sawmill 
in these parts, the taking out of thousands of 
dollars worth of tan bark from her timber 
claims, the bearing of fifteen children, the 
nursing of her husband, and the civilizing of 
a rancheria of Indians. To her generous and 
energetic efforts are due the first church and 
school of Walker Valley. and more than one 
orphaned girl or boy has shared the home 
comforts of her own children and been edu- 
cated at her expense. The improvements“ 
had long since given place to good fences and 
a commodious house whose doors were never 
closed to the wayfarer, were he white or red- 
skin. The Indians always were her friends, 
and when, after thirty-five years of pioneer 
life in these upper ranges, the Angle estate 
passed into other hands and poor Raach 
Angle, with nine of his children, took his last 
sleep on a grassy knoll fronting the oak 
shaded road, the Ma-se-lie tribe, bag and 
baggage, went out of Walker Valley forever, 
driving in silence their household goods be- 
fore the weeping Kakan, who followed 
slowly up the grade with her six fatherless 
children.

The Number of Them a Tough Puzzle for 
the Karly Theologians.

RECENT PROGRESS OF SCIENCE. 


Brilliant Discoveries in Chemistry, Astron- 
omy, and Histor. 


tions of chemistry has resulted in great im- 
provement of the of a b- 
lished and widely-extended industry—the tan- 
ning of leather. The many beautiful exhibits 
of“ mineral tanned leather at the World's 
Fair attracted the attention of all those inter- 
ested in that industry, and of many others as 
well. The chemical principle involved in 
this mineral tanning lies in the conversion of 
the fiber of the skin into an insoluble, im- 
permeable, and nun-putrescible compound by 
combining it with chromic oxide. It is well 
known that in the common leather the fiber 
is combined with tanuic acid. It may then 
de said that the new process differs from the 
old by the substitution of chromic oxide for 
tannic acid, writes Col. S. E. Tillman in the 
litan, 

Without attempting to give the technical 
details of the process, it will be here sufti- 
cient to say that the hides ere first im preg- 
gives them a 
bright yellow color. The chromic acid is next 
reduced by sulphurous acid and the chromic 
oxide which is left remains com- 
bined with the fiber of the hide, giving a 
light blue leather, very tough and pliable, and 
more impermeable to water than the oak- 
tanned leather.

morocco tanneries in that city, and that it is 
revolutionizing the manufacture of the lighter 
leathers ia this country.

Young. “ Thereis no more tedious 
making, and no more star-by-star comparison 
of chartand sky. The hunter’s weapon is 
now a camera with a specially constructed 
lens from six to eight inches in diameter, 
mounted like an equatorial telescope—often 
simply strapped uon the tube of such a tel 
escope—so that it can be made to follow ‘the 
diurnal motion of the stars. Withit the op- 
erator photographs a portion of the sky, usi 
an exposure of hours, and coveri 4—— 
hundred times as much area as — be com- 
manded by the fleld of view of an or 
telescope. If everything goes well ea 
one of many thousand stars 
that appear upon the negative will be a dis- 
tinct round dot; but if a planet is among 
them its image will be drawn out into a 
streak or line, which is at once recognizable, 
and by its length and direction indicates how 
the body is moving.

long extinct—of numerous charred objects 
and of just such artificially worn f ents of 
ferruginous rocks as were produ in Dr. 
Kane’s presence on the occasion referred to. 

The art of fire-making was, in its inception, 
probably purely accidental: on some occa- 
sion, when the mallet employed in the manu- 
facture of a flint spear-head chanced to be of 
some such substance as meteorite or as iron- 
pyrites, there would be thrown off occasional 
sparks which would need but the additional 


into fire, says George H. Knight in the same 
magazine. 

The tinder-box, with its flint and steel, and 
its offspring, flintlock, on firearms 
in universal use within the memory of 
many yet living, were essentially identical with 
apparatus by the cave- men of Perigord 
and Scbeussen, perhaps hundreds of centuries 
ago. Whether or not, as a combination of 
mechanical elements which moved b and 
coacted with each other with a useful result, 
the primitive fire-kindler was the first human 
contrivance entitled to the name of a ma- 
chine; it must, at least, be conceded to -have 
constituted a most notable step in industrial 

rogress. 

. Of like accidental origin might have been 
the more complex, and, probably, less ancient 
contrivance of fire-drills, which may have 
grown out of the practice of drilling eyes and 
sockets, in the manufacture of weapons, net- 
sinkers, spinning-whorls, etc., in the neolithic

FOUND IN A THIBETAN MONASTERY.

The Life of Issa, Otherwise Jesus Christ, 
Written in the Pali Language. 

A new life of Jesus Christ has been dis- 
covered ina monastery of Thibet by a 
Russian traveler, and has just been trans- 
lated into French. This book of Jesus 
Christ, reports the London Daily News, 
is held in no less reverence by cer- 
tain Buddhists than the Rig-Veda by the 
Brahmins. It is in the eyes of the Lamas 
a canonical book. M. Nicholas Notovitch, 
traveling in Thibet, heard in a monastery that 
the Buddhists knew and honored the Prophet 
Issa. Certain particulars of the life of Issa 
forced upon him the conviction that this 
prophet was Jesus Christ. He inquired of the 
Lamas where a history of his life wasto be 
found. It was to de found in manuscripts 


preserved as sacred books in the monasteries | 


of Ladak. 

M. Notovitch went over the Ladak country, 
visited the city of Leh, and at tength stopped 
at a convent called Hemis. There he com- 
menced negotiations for the manuscript. He 
sent presents to the Lama—a watch, a ther- 
mometer, an alarm—but all to no purpose. 
Several days lateran accident brought him 
what his diplomacy had failed to achieve. 
Riding in front of Hemis he oroke his leg. 
He was received in the convent, and nursed 
there. 

One day the Lama came into his room with 
two large volumes bound in pasteboard, the 
leaves being turned yellow by lapse of time. 
It was the life of Issa, written in the Pali lan- 

uage. The Lama read it out verse by verse, 

. Notovitch taking down his interpreter’s 
translation. The following is a brief sum- 
mary of this translation: 

Issa was born in Israel. His parents were 
poor people belonging by birth to a family 
of exalted piety. which forgot its former great- 
néss on earth to magnify the Creator and 
thank him for the misfortunes with which he 
was pleased to try them.“ From his chilu- 
preached the one God. 
coming of age at 13, instead 
marrying, according to custom, 
fied from his father’s house and went with 
merchants to Sindh, At 14 he was living 
among the Aryas. He visited Juggernaut, 
Rejagriha, and Benares, where he iearned to 
read and understand the Vedas. 

But one day he broke away from the 
Brahmins, He denied the divine origin of 
the Vedas and the incarnation of Para 
Brahma. In Vishma the white priests 
threatened his life. He took refuge with the 
Gowtamides, learned Pali, and in six months 
was initiated into the mysteries of pure Bud- 
dhism. Then he went westward preaching 
against idols. In Persia he opposed the re- 
ligion of Zoroaster, but he was persecuted by 
magicians and fled. He was 29 years of age 
when he returned to Judea. 

He at once began to preach, but his popu- 
larity alarmed Pontius Pilate. The latter 
summoned priests and learned men to try 
Issa. This tribunal examined Issa, and pro- 
nounced him to be innotent. Issa continued 
to speak to the people, inculcating obedience 
io Ceasar and respect for womankind, but 
spies which Pilate had set to watch him sent 
disquieting reports on the enthusiasm of 
the multitude, and the Governor, fearing a 
mutiny, caused Issa to be imprisoned, tort- 
ured, and tried befure the Sanhedrin with two 
thieves. False witnesses were bribed this 
time. 

The Governor then called the witness who

LARGE OENTRAL BUSINESS PROPER- 


TY TRANSACTIONS NOT LIKELY. 


There Is a Notable Improvement in the 
General Market=Men of Means Are 
Coming Forward and Inquiries Show 
Much Strength- Many Leases Are Be- 
ing MadeBuilding Operations Are Ex- 
tensive=S, E. Gross Believes in the Fut- 
ure of Chicago Real Estate. 


In all probability the real estate market of 
this year will not be characterized by the large 
transactions in central business property to 
which real estate men have become accus- 
tomed during the last few years. The few 
purchases made so far this year may be taken 
as an index of the tendency of investment, 
Prominent corners and frontages are not 
changing hands at the fancy prices which re- 
cent sales and long term leases have estab- 
lished and no sales of modern buildings are 
reported. Investors are quietly picking up 
holdings in sections of the city which have 
been overlooked. They are buying buildings 
on Lake street, on Randolph street, on South 
Clark street, and in localities where high 
prices have not been established by the opera- 
tions of the builder of high office structures. 
Such investments promise at least moderate 
income returns on the amount invested. The 
purchase of such a holding does not necessi- 
tate the erection of a fine building, the cost 
of which may jeopardize the original invest- 
ment. It is an investment, not an embarka- 
tion in an enterprise which may depend on 
changes in the labor market or the abilities of 
areating agent. 

The advance of central business property 
has been phenomenal, but in part it has 
been artificial. The development of the steel 
frame style of construction, which made sky- 
scrapers possible, has done as much in estab- 
aoe fancy values as the growth of the city 
itself, 

The first high office buildings were popular 
and paid their owners handsome incomes. 
Building companies were encouraged to build 
other structures, and until this year the de- 
mand has been in such a ratio to supply as to 
lead to the belief that rents would not decline. 


Situation Is Altered. 


The situation at present is much changed. 
There is an oversupply of office buildings and 
bidding for tenants is sharp. Nearly every 
large building in Chicago made an effort to 
secure the Federal courts, and now the Board 
of Education, which will require 15,000 feet 
of space, wiil be in receipt of offers from the 
agenta of »vera dozen buildings ready end 
more than willing to accommodate it. The 
passage of the ordinance limiting the height 
of buildings, indirectly, and the oversupply of 
office space pressing on the market, directly, 
have put a stop to the erection of skyscrapers. 

The next question to be decided is whether 
the high values established by recent star 
eales and leases are warranted by incomes. 
It is true that most of the projected enter- 
»rises involving high buildings on high-priced 
an have been carried out, but there are a 
few notable exceptions. regarding which but 
little is said. Just what may be taken as a 
criterion of value in business property has 
always been an open question in Chicago. It 
ought to be a safe proposition, however, 
that the owner of a building should 
be able to get enough from his tenants to pay 
expenses, fixed charges and ground rent, and 
have a small sinking fund margin left. It is 
intimated that there are plenty of modern 
buildings which will scarcely do this. The 
pending revaluation of the Chicago Opera- 
House site may establish important prece- 
dents in determining ‘business property val- 
ues. It may be found that the enthusiasts on 
down-town property have been capitalizing 
prospects and theories, and not incomes, 


Market Shows Strength. 


As compared with a few weeks ago there is 
a notable improvement in the general real 
estate market. Persons of larger means are 
coming forward and inquiries show much 
strength. A short timeago the only activity 
apparent was from small investors who were 
relieving safety deposit vaults. Sales ran 
from $3,000 to $10,000. Now investors 
make inquiries for property running from 
$15,000 to $50,000. Sales of residence 
property of a cheap order continue, but for 
high-priced dwellings above the $75,000 


mark there is no demand. Merchants and 


holders of securities whose business in value 
depreciated with the financial stress, are not 
indulging in new and expensive homes. 

During the week an absurd story gained cir- 
culation that real estate men were furnishing 
funds to aid in the building trades strikes. It 
was alleged that agents having charge of 
large office buildings wished to delay the con- 
struction of new ones until after May 1, the 
close of the renting season. While the inter- 
est of real estate men was strongiy denied, a 
denial was hardly necessary. The labor 
troubles are deplored, and temporarily have 
checked minor building operations. With the 
cessation of building there is a cessation of 
buying, and it is always tothe advantage of 
the real estate dealer to welcome any move- 
ment, however slight, which promises to aid 
transactions.

AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS. 


Many Plans for New Buildings in Differ- 


ent Parts of the City. 

Work will soon begia on the construction of 
a seven-story and basement factory extend- 
ing throu h from Jackson to Quincy street 
between Halsted and Desplaines. The build- 
ing will have a frontage i fifty feet on both 
streets and a depth of 165 feet. The interior 
will be of mill construction and the exterior 
of pressed brick. The factory is being put up 
by Martin De Tamble and will cost $70,000. 

A. F. Hussander has designed for T. J. 
O’Neil, a large apartment house to be built at 
the intersection of Lincoln avenue and George 
street, at acost of about $35,000. The build- 
ing will front on both streets 135 feet and 
will be three stories high. It wiil be con- 
structed of pressed brick and store, with or- 
namental metal trimmings. The interior will 
be divided into six stores and fourteen apart- 
ments, . : 

Faber & Pagels have designed a new church 
to be built by the Methodist congregation at 
North Western avenue and Corti street. 
It will cover an area of 45x75 feet, and will 
be coustructed of pressed brick and stone, 
the root being of slate. The interior will be 


finished in red oak and ornamental metal. 
It will have a seating capacity of about 500,. 


and will cost $10,000. 

Architect Ayares is building two colonial

BELIEVES IN CHICAGO REAL ESTATE, 


Some Interesting Statistics Compiled by 
S. E. Gross. 

S. E. Gross has been compiling some statis- 
tics on the relative growth of ten Eastern and 
ten Western States, with New York and Chica- 
go respectively their commercial centers. In 
the Eastern ten State district he places New 
York, New Jerseyy Pennsylvania, Delaware, 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachu- 
setts, Rhode Island, and Connecticut. In the 
Western district are Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 


‘Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, Mis- 


souri, Kansas, and Nebraska. The population 
of the Chicago district in 1890 is shown to 
have been 21.847.752, with 70,378 miles of 
railway. The New York district had in 1890 a 
population of 17,570,042 and 25,290 miles 
of railway. The Chicago district in the thirty 
rears from 1860 to 1890 increased in popu- 
ation 12,755,883. while the New York dis. 
trict increased 6,863,558. Figuring on this 
ratio Mr. Gross estimates that thirty years 
hence the Chicago district should have a 
population of 34.603, 625 and the New York 
district 24,433,600. By a parity of reason- 
ing Chicago should have in 1910 2,269,358 
and New York 2,007,905 population. Mr. 
Gross adds: 

In addition to these figures, when we take into 
consideration that the real estate transactions in 
Chicago annually range from #$150,000,000 to 
$200,000,000, that the building operations con- 
nected therewith represent an annual investment 
of $25,000,000 to $65,000,000, and that the an- 
nual combined business in these two lines ag- 
gregates from $150,000,000 to $263,000,000, in- 
volving over 5,000 firms in these various trans- 
actions; and coming down to the immediate 
present, when we realize that the building per- 
mits in Chicago forthe month of March cover 
over six and a half miles in length, and both in 
amount and cost aggregate more than for the 
month of March in any previous year, it will be 
seen that the future of Chicago, and consequently 
of its real estate and building interests, are as- 
sured ; and if present operations can safely be re- 
garded ag prophetic, Chicago is absolutely cer- 
tain to lead the world, and that at a much 
earlier date than the most optimistic among 
even Chicago’s citizens are wont to expect.

Cables Report Promising Crops and Weak 
Markets Abroad=Drought in Kansas 
Now a Thing of the Past—Some Appre- 
hension Regarding Pacific Coast Cereals 
General Selling with Cash Business 
Dull=Coarse Grains Neglected=Signifi- 
cant Buying iu the Provision Pit. 


A reaction in wheat carried the price down 
1}¢c, and the day closed with a net loss of 
lige. The market was not a brilliant affair, 
speculative trade was but moderate, and many 
of the local crowd wanted to close up their 
transactions over the holiday. Influences 
were rather against the price, and with this 
poorly supported the decline of a dull day 
was inevitable. First transactions were a 
plump cent lower. Pit traders had called 
wheat the night before and had it for sale. 
Too much enthusiasm had been indulged in 
by reason of the talk of drought in Europe and 
the big buying at the seaboard.

prison them for cause, or authorize the courts to 
grant final discharge to worthy paroled prison- 
ers, and make rules for carrying into effect all 
laws directing the management of the reforma- 


tory and the reformation of eng ee 
The General Superintendent shall reside at the 


institution, and isthe general executive officer 
of the Board of Managers: but especially the law 
also directs that he shall appoint all subordinate 
officers and employés;/that they shall be ap- 
pointed only after rigid examination as to their 
education, trade knowledge, moral character, 
and fitness for the cafe and custody of those per- 
sons who may be sentenced to imprisonment in 
the reformatory, and that he may remove them 
athis pleasure. He shall have charge of all 
books and papers, and of the lands, buildings, 
furniture, apparatus, tools, stocks, provis- 
ions, and every ether species of property 
of the refofmatory; and he shall have charge 
of the inmates of the institution, and shall clas- 
sify them as to age, from 10 to 16 and from 16 
to 21 years, and discipline, govern, instruct, em- 

loy, and uge his best efforts to reform them. 

e shall cause a register to be kept, in which 
shall be entered the date of admission, the name, 
age, nativity, and nationality, with such other 
facts as can be ascertained of parentage, educa- 
tion, occupation, and early social influences af- 
fecting each individual and as aids to treat- 
ment in bis reformation; and there- 
after he shall enter minutes of 
observed improvement or deterioration 
of character and notes as to methods 
and treatment employed; and he shall recom- 
mend that worthy inmates be paroled, shall keep 
in correspondence with such as are absent under 
parole, and shall recommend that those whose 
reformation has béen verified by perfect conduct 
while under parole be discharged from further 
imprisonment. The law also states that all laws 
that govern the penitentiaries of the State, so far 
as they relate to the prevention of escape, the 
suppression of riots, revolts, mutinies, or insur- 
rections, or the punishment of crimes committed 
in the peritentiaries, are also made applicable to 
and declared to be in force in the reformatory. 

When a boy is received at the institution he 
goes into what is Known as the second 
grade.“ and dresses in a brown uniform. He 
can by respecting and obeying the rules of the 
institution for the period of six mouths be 
promoted to the first grade. He can get credit 
each month for nine marks, three for deport- 
ment, three for labor, and three for study. If 
he gains these nine marks for six consecutive 
months he is promoted to the first grade. 
Boys of the first grade receive marked privi- 
leges. They are frequently used as helpers 
about the Superintendent’s house, and these 
are dressed in blue. Boysofthe first grade 
who are not. employed in the Superintend- 
ent’s house wear gray. Marked infringe- 
ments of the rules cause a loss of credit and 
boys are thrown into the third grade. The 
uniform of the third grade is a bright red, and 
in all the institution not to exceed twenty-five 
or thirty are ever seen at any one time wear.- 
ing the red uniform. The following is a list 
of infractions of the rules of the institution 
for which boys are put in the third grade: 


Breach of confidence. attempt to escape, breach 
of trust, falsehood, attempt to deceive an officer, 
neglecting to obey an officer's orders promptly, 
assaulting an officer, instructor, or inmate; 
using threatening language to officer, instructor, 
or inmate; insolence, profanity, vulgarity,

Ada Crisp, Sister-In-Law of the Speaker of 
the House, Writes of Business- Women. 
The daily newspapers have been devoting 

columns to this all-important subject, Of 

course there is nothing remarkable in this, 
for the problems involved in woman suffrage 
have importance enough to justify even more 
attention than has been given to them. How. 
ever, in reading the editorial articles, essays, 
paragraphs, or what-nots referring to the jus- 
tice or expediency of allowing women to vote, 

I have beén particularly impressed by the fact 

that nearly all Iread upon the subject was 

the work of masculine pens. Most editorial 
chairs are filled by men, and I am not pre- 
pared to say their treatment was hot wiser or 
wittier than a woman’s would have been. 
could not deny that some of them had suc. 
ceeded in making out a strong case in oppo- 
sition to woman suffrage, while others 
seemed, in my opinion at least, to argue 
quite as convincingly in favor of it. 

But it seemed to me, in ail their expressions 
of opinion, there was a fatal flaw in the very 
fact that they were the views of men, and that 
even in those rare cases in which the writer 
was a woman it was generally the case of a 
pen paid by men and therefore likely to be 
controlled by ‘them. This, in my humble 
judgment, was a state of things not favorable 
to ascertaining the actual facts, however con- 
ducive it might be to the entertainment of 
the reader or the confirmation of precon- 
ceived opinions. It appeared to me that to 
get at the truth itself it was absolutely essen- 
tial to appeal to the women themselves, They 
should know best whether they desired the 
ballot or were indifferent to it. They should 
know better than any one the opinions really 
held by others of their sex on this question. 

- Reasoning on these lines, I determined to 

consult a certain number of women, not only 

distinguished but representative, and repre- 
senting each a different wulk in life, as, for 
instance, the woman of affairs, the woman of 
the platform, the woman of business, the 
woman of journalism, the woman of mediciae, 
and the woman of tne household.

SEVENTEEN-YEAR LOCUST YEAR. 


The Locust Is a Pest, Likewise a Favorite 
Prey~Excellent Fish Bait. 


New York Sun: Our expected guests, the 
seventeen-year locusts, who will be with us 
this summer unless the entomologists speed- 
ily find some potent means of discouraging 
their proposed arrivai, will receive a warmer 
welcome from beast and bird than from the 
human kind. In their train will comeswarms 
of feathered hunters who will find 
in them a dainty edible, and make 
their lives one weary succession of 
aerial twistings and turnings. Kingbirds, 
bluejays, woodpeckers, fly catchers, and even 
the larger thrushes and the smailer hawks, 
forsaking all else, will cleave unto the unfortu- 
nate harvest fly and grow fat upon his re- 
mains. If he grows weary in attempting to 
outstrip his feathered enemies in flight, and 
seeks refuge beneath a sheitering branch, he 
falls a prey to the vigilant squirrel or chip- 
munk, who finds him a toothsome morsel. 
Under any tree in the still, sunny days of the 
summer months you may find little heaps of 
yellow-ribbed gauze wings, testifying to the 
tragedy of the cicadas who escaped the at- 
tacks of feathered foés only to fali victims to 
their furred enemy of the rodent species. 

All men, too, will hunt the unfortunate 
locust, not as food, for he ie not the edible 
locust of scripture, which, garnished with 
wild honey, formed the staple diet of the 
ancient wanderer, but out of a desire to 
destroy him lest he destroy their fruit trees 
and vines. He is himself a predatory in- 
dividual and does great damage to vegetation, 
wherefore the farmers old him in 
abomination. But one man will there be 
who will rejoice at the advent of the 
seventeen-year harvest fly, and that is the 
fisherman. When all other baits fail the 
larva ot the seventeen-year locust will tempt 
the wariest fish to the hook, It is not the full- 
fledged insect, however, that avails here, but

These larve are white and unpleasantly 
moist, also, they look as if they might bite or 
sting or otherwise perform in a harmful! man- 
ner, but they can’t. You may, by digging 
down at the root of a young tree, turn up a 
number of them at every spade thrust. t 
them into a box, cover them over with dirt, 
then go to the nearest stream, bait your hook 
with one of them, and throw in your line, If 
you don’t catch something it is because the 
fish are all aead, or else you weren’t born to 
be an angler. Trout, black bass, rock bass, 
perch, pickerel, or even bullheads will turn 
aside in disdain from fly, minnow, worm, or 
crawfish, and eagerly grab at the larva of the 
locust. There is a use for everything, and if 
our periodical cicada guests give us better 
fishing; then surely their visits cannot be re- 
garded as an unmitigated evil.

OUS PIOTURES IN. GLASS. 


Inventor of Opalescent Giass He Has Out- 
done the Men of the Middle Ages in 
Their Own Field=Honored by Connois- 
seurs at Home and Abroad His Record 
as Draftsman, Writer, and Lecturer 
Success in Water-Colors and 01 
Charles De Kay Tells the Artist’s Story.

French-Canadian by descent, his 
father was a New York business-man, deep 
in the counsels of Bourbons and na- 
partes who had money to invest in Amer- 
can bonds and realty during the troubles 
that befell them in the early part of the 
century. A once famous hotel bore his 
name. His son, born in New York, received 
a fine classica! education from Catholic teach- 
ers and took early to art, but fora long time 
his marvelous color-sense and his original 
view of what a picture ought to be made the 
circle of his admirers a narrow one. 
mourned when they found that his time would 
have to be monopolized by stained glass; for 
at the time such work was in the ds of 
British, German, and French artists, who 
were nothing if not conventional, nothing if 
not bereft of the highest need of all— the in- 
born color-sense. But he extracted good 
from an apparent evil.

Bashkirtseff’s ** Journal had been buried in 


oblivion, Not that this is an imitation of that 
in anything but its frankness. The title is a 
good one, and the moral of the story is all 
that could be asked; so what more would you 
have? 

Fora light. and airy story, a fin-de-siecle 
tale, The Autobiography of a Professional 
Beauty ”’ is cleverer than “ Dodo.” It is just 
as , frothy,” but it is brighter.. There is a 
flach of wit now and again in its pages that I, 
for one, look for in vain in Dodo.” The 
heroine of the story, Evelyn Hilliard, was 24 
years of age when she began writing her auto- 
biography. Her mother was a widow, and 
belonged to that large class of good Ameri- 
cans who, having stated though small incomes, 
find England better suited to their means than 
their own country, and who expatriate them- 
selves from motives of economy and social 
ambition. Au American is admitted to social 
circies in England that a native-born subject 
would find difficult in reaching. ‘‘ Americans 
are so amusing; you know, And then one is 
as good as another over there. They have no 
social distinctions: in America, is what they 
say of us in Engiand, soany one coming from 
America who is at all amusi is ad mitted. 
I remember meeting son of a New York 
tradesman in a London drawing-room once, 
and he was quite a lion because he spent his 
money freely and was amusing. A trades- 
man’s son may be as good as a professional 
man’s son, and better, but this particular one 
was entirely common and would never have 
been permitted to cross the threshold ofa 
New York drawing-room of the better class. 
However, I am digressing. 

Begins in a Burst of Frankness. 

This is the way that the autobiography is 
opened: 

My father, Frederick Davis Hilliard, was a 
New York merchant who began life as the driver 
of a variety cart th h the wilds of Vermont. 
The circumstances of the vehicle havi been 
drawn by a quadraplet of horses probably sug- 

tod to mamma the pretty form of expression 
in which she is wont frequently to indulge before 
strangers whom she wishes to impress with a 
sense of the luxury in which her husband’s boy- 
hood was passed. 

Mx husband was a remarkably fine whip,” 
she will say. Why, he drove his own four-in- 
hand when most boys are scarcely capable of 
r a rocking- horse.“ 

Just what mamma was 1 do not know, for her 
early life is about the only subject on which her 
lips are hermetically sealed. Regarding this 
period she is never to be surpris into confi- 
dence, even with her children; therefore, I sus- 
pect that are perhaps worse than the 
reality. It is one of her maxims that children 
who have a sense of low birth never acquire an 
air of distinction ; probably, therefore, she has 
held from us family details which might have 
overwhelmed our self-respect. 

My suspicion is that my maternal grandmother 
kept a sort of country store, behind whose coun- 
ter mamma learned those lessons of calculation 
and bargaining which have stood her in such 
good stead, and that there, also, she acquired 
that nice discrimination in human nature which 
in her amounts to positive genius. It is such a 
natural surmise that a thriving young huckster 
should fall in love with the daughter of one of 
his patrons. 

Papa never seemed to have any relatives. If 
he had, mamma's tact kept them safely in the 
background of their native Green Mountains. 
But once in awhile; notwithstanding all her pre- 
cautions, some of her own people would create 
consternat Min the household by coming unan- 
nounced to ..ake us a visit. The same visitors 
never came twice. 

Frowned On by the Most Desirable. 


Papa’s business career was very successful. 
He failed twice and was enabled to amass; a con- 
siderable fortune, which permitted mamma to 
surround herself with all the luxuries of life, 
though it did not open to her the doors of reall 
good society. A certain class of people —— 

er lavish and well-conducted hospitali 
the doors of the Most Desirable remained 
nately closed to her — appeals, and 
this fact was the crumpled -rose-leaf which 
spoiled her ambitious day dreams, 

It was doubly unfortunate that her aspirations 
fell thus far short of attainment, for she was a 
beautiful woman, calcula to adorn the most 
select drawing-rooms, and her tact was so per- 
fect that the instinct of etiquette seemed to have 
been her birthright. Yet, despite all her efforts, 
her visiting list maintained but a second-rate

Here was poor mamma, Whiose life (as she used 
to observe pathetically to her friends) had been 
one long dream of ease and luxury—which, how- 
ever, had been nothing but a dream for the first 
twenty years of her existence—suddenly reduced 
to the necessity of a vulgar calculation of ways 
and means! Who, she would ask plaintively, 
could expect a woman of her bringing up to 
support herself and her two children on the in- 
come of a paltry $150,000? 

They Go to England. 

With such limited p resources it was im- 
possible for Mrs. Hilliard to bring up her 
daughtérs in New York, and when one of her 
lawyers suggested that she take them abroad 


‘and give them the advantage that limited 


incomes have onthe continent andin England 
she jumped at the idea and set sail. On the 
voyage over the Hilliards fell in with Lord 
Denbigh, his sister, Lady Emly Starkweather, 
and her little daughter, Josephine. Lady 
Emily took an interest in the American widow 
and her children, and recommended a French 
convent to them where they could get a good 
education for little money and where they 
would have the great advantage of the com- 

nionship of the little Josephine. Thus 
fad Emily became the friend and adviser of 
the Hil s and r sponsor when they 
were to enter London society.

ONE REPUBLICAN COUNTY CONVENTION. 

Why should there be two Republican con- 
ventions for Cook County this year when one 
will suffice? There will be fifteen Senatorial 
district conventions and seven, Congressional 
conventions and they will be held on different 
dates. The Republican voters are expected 
to attend the Senatorial and Congressional 
primaries. Why impose on them in addition | 
to these labors double duties for county coa- 
ventions? The Republican State convention 
will be held the 25th of July. The county 
convention to select delegates for the State 
convention will be held about the 20th of 
that month. Unless county vfficers are nom- 
inated by that Yonvention another one will 
have to be called about a month or 
six weeks later. This will involve in- 
convenience and considerable expense. The 
primaries will be held, without doubt, under 
the Crawford law. The judges and clerks for 
those primaries must be selected from the 
“ regular lists. They need not serve unless 
they are paid. They have as a rule refused to 
serve unless paid. Are the ward organiza- 
tions so well provided with cash that they pre- 
fer to pay them twice instead of once? Are 
the Republicans so intent on fighting one an- 
other at primaries that they wish to spend all 
their surplus money in that pastime rather 
than in fighting the Democrats registration 
day and election day? 

The only objections to the one convention 
proposal come from the friends of Mr. Henry 
Wulff, who is a candidate for State Treasurer. 
He fears that if the county convention, which 
will probably indorse him unanimously for 
the office which he seeks, should 
get into heated discussions or spir- 
ited contests over local candidates, dis- 


| sensions might arise which would militate 


against his prospects in the State convention. 
His fears appear to be groundless. But sup 
pose the dissensions should arise. shall the 
ambition of one man, for whom the party has 
done much, stand in the way of sound and 
rational policy'on the question of the conven- 
tion? The Republican party should be more 
intent on doing what is right than 6n pleas- 
ing Mr. Wulff or any of the four candidates 
for Cook County offices who have established 
their headquarters in his office. 

It has always profited the Republicans to 
hold an early convention for the nomination 
of county offices, Better men can be had 
when a long campaign is to be faced. Only 
weak men aware of their shortcomings de- 
sire a brief campaign. If the candidates are 
put in the field early there will be ample time 
for organization. The registration for this 
fall’s election is two weeks earlier than usual, 
and more than half the battle is fought out at 
the registration. It is desirable and neces- 
sary, therefore, to be prepared for it. 

On the double grounds of expediency and 
policy there should be but one Republican 
county convention, If Mr. Wulff continues 
to object that is his business. The interests 
of the party are more important than those of 
any man. 


RESORTING TO ARBITRATION. 

Those contractors who have committed 
themselves to the policy of a lockout ought to 
be satisfied by this time that they cannot 
carry their point. There are too many small 
employers in the business for them to do so. 
Those bosses who have but a few men and 
who do not earn more than a fair living can- 
not afford to remain idle, They have no cap- 
ital or saved-up money which will enable 
them to remain idle fora few months. They 
must be busy or they will come to grief. The 
same is true of the smaller firms which 
handle building materials. They must sell 
their goods or they will go to smash. If the 
large contractor. réfuses to take a job the 
emailer one will come forward and take his 
place. 

The best thing which can be done for the 
welfare of the entire community, which has 
been suffering from business stagnation and 
industrial idleness for some months, is to re- 
move as speedily as possible the obstacles in 
the way of a complete resumption of work, 
There are on hand now two strikes which have 
had a great deal to do with the attempt to get 
up a lockout. One of them is that of the 
plumber®, and the other that of the painters, 
Were these disposed of, it is possible that 
none of the other trades will come forward 
later in the season with new demands. Many 
of them have already made contracts which 
there is reason to believe will be kept. 

It is stated that the master plum bers and the 
journeymen are already holding conferences, 
and it is thought likely that they will reach an 
agreement. The demands made originally by 
the journey men were excessive, but it is un- 
derstood that they will abate them in some 
respects. What they asked for was: 

$3.75 for eight hours’ work, $2.25 for a half 
day Saturday, double pay for Sundays, New 
Lear s, Christmas, Fourth of July, Thanksgiving. 
and all overtime, meals to be furnished by the 
bosses when working overtime, a quarter day's 
pay for reporting for work when there is nothing 
to do, car fares to be paid to and from jobs. 
When working outside the city the plumbers de- 
mand fall pay, also board, railroad tickets and 
sleeping car fares to be paid by the bosses. 
c ars not to work on buildings under po- 
lice owing to labor troubles. One 
helper to be allowed to each three journeymen. 

The provision that plum bers are not to work 
on buildings which are under police protec- 
tion because of labor troubles is a novel one 
and is not pleasing to the employers. They 
cannot see why they should stop work on a job 
which they are under contract to finish by a 


| certain time because it has become necessary 


to call on the police to keep the peace and 
protect the rights of citizens. The journey- 
mea ought to agree to tone down their de- 


| mands, which they have made so stiff, per- 


haps, for the purpose of having something to 


| surrender in an arbitration, and settle their 


difficulties. | 

The contention of the painters is purely 
about wages and therefore ought to be settled 
with more ease. If the master painters are 
satisfied that those for whom they do work 
wil pay the higher price wish higher wage 
will necessitate, then they will not object 
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spirit than the men. 
to work, and by getting to work themselves 
settle the whole labor trouble for the present 
‘at least, they will not hesitate to accept “a 
reasonable compromise. All the plum bers 
and painters are outof work now. 
are desirous of receiving wages before the 

season has been partly frittered 
away they will submit their claims to arbitra- 
tion and will etand by the decision of the arbi- 


trators. 


MOVING DAY. 

The time of the year approaches when half 
of the city population piles its household 
goods into wagons and seeks a new home, 
Cluttered sidewalks and loaded teams are al- 
ready much in evidence, and are pathetic 
signs of discomfort and unrest. Is some new 
demon abroad in the land that people are now 
wandering the streets, besieging the bulletin 
boards of the real estate agents, and exploring 
ons house after another in the hope of finding 
one that fite? Certainly our fathers knew no 
such experience. Are we gainers or losers by 
this annual moving day? 

No doubt we live in better houses and have 
mote conveniences, and more adornments 
than our ancestors ever dreamed of; but when 
we say the word home does it still carry with 
it all ite old tender significance? The homes 
of our greatest men—Lincoln, Garfield, Emer- 
son, Whittier—how much these seemed to the 
men a part of their own fiber, how they loved 
to dwell on these as shaping forces in their 
lives! Willthe word have the same charm 
for the coming generation? 

It is doubtful if a boy who has moved al- 
most as many times as he can remember May 
days will ever know what the real home feel- 
ing is. Indeed, the modern house is so con- 
structed that it lacks nearly all the features 
dearest to a child’s heart. Noold attic under 
the roof tempta him, where the dried herbs 
shed their perfume from the rafters, and the 
rain makes music, and the story book can be 
read uninterrupted. No treasures of banished 
household gods and finery furnish him with 
suggestions of theatricals and stage decora- 
tions. Successive moving days and lack of 
storage facilities have destruyed the materials 
for realizing the imaginative dreams that are 
the inalienable right gf childhood. 

The lack of individuality about these scores 
of houses marked For Sale or To Rent 
is dreary. Handsome many of them are 
called, and it is true they are not without a 
certain attractiveness in finish and fitness of 
parts, bat they do not imply anything but 
wood and stone, or brick and mortar. They 
have no souls. When houses are built that 
express the character and needs of their occu- 
pants no two will be found alike. A hame 
should mean not merely a place where the 
body may grow, but where the heart may be 
nourished and the brain be shaped. In the 
days of ancient Greeve and Rome home was 
merely a place for eating and sleeping, while 
the real life of the people was in the public 
square, the temple, or the Senate house; 
hence the great superiority of their public 
buildings over their private residences. In 
the middle ages the English Bouse was 
one large, long apartment, with some- 
times a kitchen partitioned off at one 
end. Here all ate and slept and 
held their carousals, and told their stories, 
and had their brawls. Aftera time the hall 
grew smaller, as rooms were partitioned off 
for private sleeping or other purposes. Final- 
ly the hall became only a passage way, from 
which we have since reacted, converting it 
often into a roomy apartment serving for re- 
ceptidh purposes. Thus the evolution of the 
house has kept pace and adapted itself to the 
advances in civilization, so far as the material 
side of things is concerned. Indeed, many of 
them seem built mainly to hold all the mod- 
ern improvements, until they look bloated, 
overconscious, and uncomfortable with too 
many comforts. 

The subject of American homes is one of 
the great questions, Homes are the creators 
of men. Therefore, it is asad sight to see a 
good half of the population on the street drag- 
ging their beds, and chairs, and canaries into 
another domicile, while not less than two- 
thirds of „the remainder are living in hired 
houses. The poor, moving human brother- 
hood dragging ite goods from one tem- 
porary makeshift to another is all alike. 
Whoever hu not a bome of his own is wretch- 
edly poor, whether he pays for his house $3 a 
month or $300. 


THE “BUDDHIST LIFE OF ISSA.” 

A wonderful story is claimed to have been 
discovered in a Thibetan monastery by a 
Russian traveler named Nicholas Notovitch. 
Itisa Lite of Jesus Christ,” known and 
honored among the Buddhists of that country 
under the nanje of Issa. The story is said to 
be written in Pali. A summary of the alleged 
translation is given in another column. Ac- 
cording to it Issa was bern in the land of 
Israel, At the age of 13he fied from his 
father’s house and went with merchants to 
Sindh (instead of being carried to Egypt and 
back while yet an infant). He learned to 
read and understand the Vedas, but after- 
wards denied their divine origin and the in- 
carnation of Brahma. Then the priests 
threatened his life and he fled to another 
place, learned the Pali language, and was ini- 
tiated into the mysteries of Buddhism. He 
went.westward, preaching against idois, in 
Persia opposed the religion of Zoroasteg and 
returned to Judea atthe age of 29. He at 
onee began to preach there, was arrested, 
tried, and found innocent. The enthusiasm 
of the multitudes who followed him caused 
the Governor to feara mutiny. Issa was im- 
prisoned, tortured, and crucified in company 
with two thieves, andon the third day his 
sepulcher was found open and empty.

large it,“ or not at all. It appears to have 
been so received in Paris, where the account 
was published, with the claim that it had been 
translated from the Pali manuscript. It has 
excited so much interest in London that the 
authorities there are reported to favor an in- 
vestigation by the Indian Viceroy, who is to 
be requested to secure the work if it exists, 
and put its authenticity beyond doubt. The 
Urienta§ scholars in the British and French cap- 
itals are reported to be conservatively incred- 
ulous, asis but natural, seeing this would not 
be the first hoax that has been tried on them 
in recent years, if it be one. It is only proper 
that they should refuse to credit the tale of 
the finding unless it be proven by something 
more than the unsupported word of one man 
who may have wished to achieve a cheap sen- 

sation at the expense of veracity. But that 
should not prevent the matter from being in- 
vestigated. It ought to be comparatively 
easy to make the test, since the place is given. 
It is alleged to be at a convent called Hemis, 
in the City of Leh, in the Ladak country. 

According to the story the manuscript was 
left there when the traveler departed. Its ex- 
istence would seem to be known by several 
persons outside, and it is said the memory of 
the Prophet Issa is honored by the Buddhists 
of Thibet. Hence there is no secrecy about 
the matter, and the guardians of the treasure 
ought to be only too giad to place its contents 
at the service of the Christian world if they 
have any to impart, since to do so would be 
to extend the knowledge to many millions 


| who now are utterly ignorant of the story. 


Without any commitment to the truthful- 
ness of the claim that such a manuscript oat 
ists as stated it may be mentioned that 
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‘amen the life of 3 ae on hg 
gospels. They tell us atthe age of 12 
he was found by his parents in the temple 
disputing with the learned men and asking 
them questions, but they say nothing of the 
interval between that time and the one when 
Jesus began to preach in Palestine, when, ae 
intimated by Luke, he wat about 80 years 
old. The Thibetan story accounts for that 
interval, and so much of it as does so is not 
contradicted by either of the Evangelists, 
while the more Eastern account of his subse- 
quent career is as close to the gospel narra- 


tion as ought to be expected considering the 


distance the story had traveled in an age 
when writing was confined tothe few and 
communication between far distant countries 
a much more difficult thmg than it is today. 
So there is room for the exercise of a great 
deal of discreet curiosity in regard to the al. 
leged find of the manuscript story of the life 
of Issa. Will it be verified, as were the claims 
by Schliemann in regard to Troy, or be utter- 
ly discredited, like that of Shapira? 


THE SUEZ CANAL INFAMY. 

Elsewhere in this issue the story of the way 
in which Egypt was bled to build the Suez 
Canal is told as set forth by a writer in the 
April number of the Cosmopolitan Magazine. 
The details show, as the writer well says, that 
**Suez cost the blood and tears of thousands 
of poor wretches.”” The first dealings of M. 
de Lesseps in organizing the Suez Canal com- 
pany and raising the funds with which to ex- 
ploit the work were with Said Pasha, the im- 
mediate predecessor of Ismail Pasha. The 
outcome of the cunning French promoter’s 
operations was that Said Pasha entered into 
obligations to make heavy contributions 
towards the completion of an enterprise in 
which he was originally to have been a part- 


ner in payment for the concessions he grant-. 


ed, and without which the canal could not 
have been built. Said had no money, for his 
Treasury already had been bankrupted by 
Egyptian bondholders. After his death the 
obligations were saddled upon his successor, 
Ismail, who in addition contributed fifty mill- 
ions from his private fortune. Thousands of 
fellaheen were set to work. They were treat- 
ed like cattle, and they perished like flies 
as they scooped up the mud with their 
bare hands in 
Disagreeing over the settlement of obliga- 
tions, Napoleon was made arbicer and de- 
cided that Ismail owed the canal company 
47,500,000 francs. The total award against 
Egypt was 84 miliions. Besides this the 
company took away from the Khedive the 
right to sell water privileges and to take 
fish. It took ten millions more by land 
seizuré. It compelled Ismail to give up 
coupons of his canal bonds amounting to 
125 million francs, It made him a bank- 
rupt and finally it involved his dethrone- 
ment. First and last this great crime cost 
Egypt 500 million francs, 

It was a just retribution for this end 
ulent scheme that France eventually lost the 
Suez Canal by its passing into English 
hands followed by the British control and 
occupation of Egypt. But more retribution 
was to follow. The attempt to construct 
the Panama Canal, as this writer says, was 
a pyrumid of petty swindling and rascality, 
a robbery of peasants’ accumulations, and a 
theft of the stock savings of the bourgeoisie. 
The authors of the Suez fraud have 
only received what they richly mer- 
ited in their fearful failure to con- 
struct the Panama ditch. The same 
degree of swindling and robbery which the 
De Lesseps promoters practiced upon poor 
Egypt was perpetrated upon the credulous 
French peasantry, with this différence, how- 
ever, that in the one case the canal was com- 
pleted, though at terrible cost, while in the 
other the work was barely begun when it col- 
lapsed and the millions which the French 
peasants were induced to contribute were 
sunk and irretrievably lost. To what extent 
M.de Lesseps himself was responsible for 
this pecuniary fraud and to what extent he 
really believed in the possibility cf building 
the Panama Canal may never be known. He 
was the center, however, of a merciless gang 
of speculators, tricksters, bribers, and black- 
mailers, and his reputation will always suffer 
from the notorious character of those who 
were associated with him as promoters and 
exploiters of his impossible scheme. The one 
Canal stands as a monument of fraud and 
cruelty; the wreck of the other as a monu- 
ment of dishonesty and human credulity and 
folly. 5 
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THE GOOD CITIZEN IN POLITICS. 

Mr. Franklin MacVeagh made a brief 
address on municipal reform to the Union 
League club last week, in which he had some- 
thing to say about the so-called good citi- 
zens who hold themselves aloof from city 
politics and thus neglect the opportunities 
of city life.“ Said he: 

Noone can blame the so-called disreputable 
citizen for picking up the offices that are thrown 
away and repudiated by the so-called represent- 
ative citizen who will have none of them. They 
have a right to secure what they can and they do 
it. Our city charter is as nearly perfect as the 
political mind can make it. What must be re- 
formed is the personnel of the city government. 
How is it that in Chicago these elective officials 
average badly in a community that averages 
good? Because these men represent their con- 
stituents and the people; the good citizens are 
not their constituents. If the people were the 
constituency these men would be disinterested, 
patriotic, and honest, 

But the good citizen does not recognize his 
duty. He throws aside these positions and they 
are picked up by the present occupants of these 
places. The whole trouble is that we do not at- 
tend to out civil duties. If the good citizen will 
act as he ought to act then our elective offices 
will be filled by honest, patrioticmen. The good 
citizen will revolutionize the present form of 
municipal government when he does his duty and 
takes an active part id municipal affairs. 

A portion of this is true beyond question. 
The unwillingness of those who are called 
“good citizens to take an active part in lo- 
cal politics seems to be increasing rather than 
decreasing. The effort to get really first- 
class men to be candidates for the small mu- 
nicipal offices meets with less and less success. 
This year an attempt was made to get an ac- 
ceptable candidate for Alderman in one of the 
wards. There was no question as to securing 
the nomination and no doubt as to the elec- 
tion, and yet every person who was spoken to 
refused. Not one of them had any public 
spirit. Not one of them was willing to give 
up the time which an Alderman has to 
give up. 

The reason assigned by most of these bad 
citizens for not accepting was that it hurt a 
man’s reputation to go into the Council and 
that the general belief was that every mem- 
ber was a boodler. That reason or excuse is 
not valid. The people are not so foolish as to 
fancy that every Alderman is a thief. They 
are able to tell the honest man from the ras- 
eal, There are Aldermen whom no one sus- 
pects of crookedness. There are others who 
are known to be boodlers; No honest man 
will lose his reputation by serving in the 
Council if he remains honest. On the con- 
trary he will leave there with as great éciat 
ag Meshach, Shadrach, and Abednego did the 
fiery furnace. 

Perhaps the trouble with the good citi- 
zen is that he thinks himself better than 
he really is. He has too high an idea of 
his own importance. He would not object 
to holding an office if it were pressed on him. 
He wants nominations and elections to be 
spontaneous. He doesnot relish the idea of 
fighting at the primaries and the polls against 
ss oe aries he does not ia ee his equals, 
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be what he will do if sent to the Council, 


That does not work well fn a democratic com- 
munity. If a man wants an office he must 
work for it or he will not get it, The good 


citizen” will not do that; and therefore ro- 


mains on the outside and grumbles about a 
“degeneracy in politics” for which he is ro- 
sponsible in part. 

The good citizen does worse than refuse 
to strive for city offices, He keeps out of pol- 
itics altogether except when he casts an occa- 
sional vote. The influence which his educa- 
tion and standing in the community would 
enable him to exert if he chose to do so is not 
exerted at all. There are in this city a great 
many voters who are ignorant and have re- 
markably low political standards. They elect 


bood lers knowingly. They see nothing wrong 


in an Alderman selling outa franchise so long 
as he attends to their small jobs in a way 
which satisfies them. There are wards where 
the election of a first-class Alderman would 
be an impossibility if all the Republican and 
Democratic good citizens” were to unite, 
Therefore, if the ‘good citizen” were to do 
his duty and take an active part in municipal 


affairs the millennium would not come at 


once. The process of revolutionizing the 
present form of municipal government would 
be a slow though a sure one. 

But if the good citizen will divest him- 
self of the idea that he is politically, as well 
asin other respects,, better than everybody 
else, if he will seek te compete with other 
men for offices where he can make himself 
useful to the community, and will do all in 
his power to enlighten and instruct an 
ignorant electorate, then he can doa great 
deal of good, If he is not ashamed to belong 
to ward clubs and does not think it a disgrace 
to be seen at a primary he can exert a great 
and wholesome influence, At oe, he 
exerts none. 

It is mam that the “good citizen, „ so- 
called, ought to be reformed. But Mr. Mac- 
Veagh did not tell how it was to be done, It 
may be more difficult to regenerate him than 
those whom he looks on as his inferiors. For 


the good citizen,” thinking that he knows 


best, will not listen to the voice of reason. 
Cannot Mr. MacVeagh get up a society for 
the conversion of the “good citizen” as the 
first step towards the reform of municipal 


government? 


THE PROBLEM OF FLYING, 

In the April issue of the Popular Science 
Monthly Prof. Joseph Le Conte discusses the 
problem of human flight through the air as 
proposed by Maxim and Langley. The most 
important new light on the subject is found in 
the effect of motion on the sustaining power 
ofan aeroplane, In the hands of Langley it 


becomes almost a new principle, and one 


which must modify our theory of projectiles 
as well as our theory of flying. His experi- 
ments bring out the unexpected result that in 
air a body does not fall the same distance in 
a given time whether it falls straight down- 
ward from rest or ig affected with horizontal 
motion. This is true of all bodies, but the 
difference is greatly exaggerated in the case 
of aeroplanes. They show that a thin aero- 
plane of material two thousand times the 
spacific gravity of aig, say aluminum, in per- 
fectly horizontal position and free to fall, 
would take four times as much time to fall a 
certain distanceif moving horizontally twenty 
feet per second as it would if falling directly 
downward from rest. With still greater 
velocities the time of falling a given distance 
is greater and greater, until it may become 
almost inappreciable. The reason is plain. 
The aeroplane falling straight downward must 
press the air out of its way, and it takes time 
to do this. If it be moving horizontally, 
edge on, before the air can move appreci- 
ably the plane already is on to new still air, 
and agreater number of square feet of air 
must be started in motion in the given time, 
so that if the velocity could become infiaite 
the air would be immovably rigid and the 
plane would not descend at all. 

If the moving plane be slightly inclined up- 
ward in the direction of motion the onward 
motion would tend to sustain the plane. Evi- 
dently, as velocity increases, less and less in- 
clination is necessary to get the requisite 
sustaining force. But with less inclination 
comes less front resistance. Hence at a very 
high velocity the aeroplane may be very near- 
ly horizontal, with proportionately small 
front resistance, and yet sufficient sustaining 
power. From this important principle it fol- 
lows that instead of force decreasing as the 
square of the velocity attained, or even at a 
higher rate, as in a steamboat, the increase of 
force with increasing velocity is unexpectedly 
moderate. Of course, resistance to the at- 
tached machine follows the usual law, but 
this is small in comparison with the sustain- 
ing power of the aeroplane. Therefore, once 
get a flying machine, even one of great 
weight, with its aeroplane well up in the air 
and moving forward, and there seems to be 
no physical impossibility of sustaining it in- 
definitely and giving it by means of suitable 
propellers a great velocity—say, of forty to 
sixty miles per hour. 

It seems to be impossible for any machine, 
natural or artificial, of greater weight than at 
most a few hundred pounds, to lift itself 
straight up in the air, or even to maintain it- 
self therein the same place like a hovering 
bird without the aid of a balloon. But many 
flying birds are at a similar disadvantage. 
They must rise ata very gentle incline and 
get onward motion before their wings can 
take full effect on the air. Many heavy-bod- 
ied, short-winged ducks rise from the water at 
so small an angle that they must use both feet 
and wings for ten or a dozen yards before the 
wings are effective alone, So the flying ma- 
chine must have some station device to start 
it, perhapsan elevator, but more probably 
machine rollers on à railway. With aeroplane 
spread and slightly inclined, and propellers 
directed a little backward, velocity might be 
obtained sufficient to sustain and finally with 
the help of the propellers to raire the machine, 
and this is understood to be the plan of Max. 
im. The wholeair is in a violent turmoil 
from varying currents, with an enormous 
variation in their velocity from moment to 
moment. It previously had been proved that 
soaring and sailing in the air are impossible 
without these differential air currents, ana the 
latest article by Langley shows an amount of 
difference that was wholly unexpected, the 
supply of force from this source available to 
the bird or the flying machine bemg far great- 
er than previously supposed. 


The difficulty of rising might be overcome 


by providing stations with devices as above 
noted, but these would not be of use at inter- 
mediate points at which it might be necessary 
to alight because of “something going 
wrong.” A locom otive that cannot stop any- 
where and resume its journey is. impractica- 
ble. This may prove the greatést difficulty.

so, we may look for the greatest success in the 
direction of the work of Langley and Maxim. 


THE GAMBLERS’ POLITICAL CORRUPTION 
FUND. 


It is reported on what appear? to be good 
authority that the money now collected from 
the gamblers as the price of the license which 
they enjoy contrary to the laws of the State 
and ordinances of the city is to be used this 
fall as a political corruption fund by the Dem- 
ocratic bosses.

Thousands of fraudu- 
lent names will be added to the registries in 
this way and every effort will te made to get

In the same month of the same year Capt. 
Briscoe again discovered land in latitude 67° 
1’ aft longitude 71 west, to which he gave 
the name Adelaide Island. He succeeded in 
landing on this island, and it proved to be the 
most western of a chain of islands fronting a 
high continuous coast, since called Graham's 
Land. 

In 1883 Capt. Kemp, in a sailing schooner, 
a neck of land east of Enderly Land.

Since then bo little interest has been aroused 
in the South Pole that it 8 to 
many people that we havea South Pole.

‘he Antarctic was entirely unknown to the 
ancients, and to the carly navigators of mod- 
ern Europe and America. A theory, it is true, 
prevailed among old geographers that a great 


looked as if the South Pole was to be taken 
by storm. 

The first to start was the French, under the 
command of the explorer, Damont D’Urville, 
He penetrated the Antarctic Circle, and in 
1840 discovered a line of coast lying directly 
south of Victoria, Australia, which he named 
Adelia. Heafterwards discovered Joinville 
Island and Terre Louis Philippe. 

In 1889 Lieut. Charles Wilkes was sent out 
by the United States Government withe four 
vessels on a series of extensive explorations to 
be prosecuted in the Southern Hemisphere 

the North Pacific Ocean. 

In January of 1840 Lieut. Wilkes discov- 
ered a coast line running from a point near 
Battery Islands on the east to Enderly Land 
on the west. Because of the absence of cur- 
rents to disturb the ice barrier, and a much 
less precipitous character of the coast than 
belongs to the islands, he inferred that this 
vast coast was continuous and continental, 
This land was put on the map as Wilkes 
Land. The coast is about on the latitude of 
the Antarctic Circle. : 

The third and most successful of these ex. 
peditions was the English. It was undertaken 
mainly with a view to magnetic observati 
and the determination of the position of the 
‘South magnetic pole. 

The English Government refitted the two

Land mosses, or what was su to be 
land, have been sighted along Antarctic 
Cirele, some above it and some below it. This, 
however, was under conditions which make it 
a necessity to verify the discoveries. 

In fact, such uncertainty about Antarctic 
geography prevajis that nearly all South polar 
maps differ vastly from each other in the ex- 
tent of the lands and the names applied to 
them. The Admiralty charts ignore the dis- 
coveries of Wilkes. On our own charts lands 
are located that have since been shown to be 
mythical. 

Appearance of Antarctic Country. 


Most of the Antarctic lands are bold, with a 
precipitous coast, and rise to great elevations. 
They are covered by ice and snow to such anu 
extent that someof the supposed land of 
early discoverers has since been shown to be 
massive icebergs discharged from the gigan- 
tic Antarctic glagiers. 

The giacial phenomena of the South polar 
region is certainly the, grandest and most ex- 
tensive in the world. The conditions there 
favorable for the condensation 
volumes of moisture. Be- 
ing surrounded by a vast area of open sea, 
the air is‘afforded a very extensive surface for 
saturation. The saturated air currents, for 
some parts of the year, are directed south- 
ward, and as they pass ever the colder belts 
of air in the Antarctic the moisture is pre- 
cipitated in the form of snow. This great ac- 
cumulation of snow, by cold pressure, is 
turned into ice, which in time forces its way 
out to sea in the form ot glaciers, and there 
discharges massive pieces called icebergs. * 

The Antaretic icebergs vary in size and

Inhabitants and Vegetation. 


Neither man, nor any forms of land life, 
animal or vegetable, have as yet been iound 
south of the Antarctic Circle. The tempera- 


ture thereis at or near 32 degreesin the. 


warmest part of the year. I therefore hardly 
expect to find even an isolated tribe of hu- 
man beings, and but few if any forms of land 
animals. . ä 
In the North the surroundings are different. 
air in the summer is warm, the skiee are 
bright and soft. The lands upon which the 
Esq uimau and the Arctic animals live are con- 
nected with, or beara close relation to, the

principal land masses of the earth. The terms 
of life there now are similar to those of 
Europe, Asia; and North America during the 
glacial epoch. 

In fact the .Esquimaux probably retreated 
northward with the giaciers, and with them 
went the reindeer, the musk ox, the Arctic 
fox, and other Arctic animais. Hence the 
Esquima@ux are probably the first and oldest 
people on the globe, and the varieties of uni- 
mal and vegetable life that surround them 
are similar to those which prevailed 
in the temperate zones thousands of years 


ago: 

Such favorable condition are absent in the 
Antarctic continent. If, however, we accept 
what seems the most reasonable theory of the 
peopling. of the Southern Sea Islands. that of 
accidental drifts from Asia, Africa, and other 
islands—the possibility opens up of an undis- 
covered race of human beings in the Antarctic. 
If men, and with them other forms of life, 
have been carried thousands of miles by 
winds. and tides, it ts not unreasonable 
to suppose that still others may have 
been carried a little further. I am certainly 
far from asserting, because two very ineffect- 
ive attempts to find it have been made, that 
no land life exists. 

Man is able to adapt himself to all known 
parts and conditions of the earth, and if 
stranded on the south polar continent he 
would doubtless find some means of sub- 
sistence.. Birds, such as penquins and alba- 
tross, are very abundant on the Antarctic 
coasts, and sea animals, such as seal and 
whale, have been seen there in great numbers. 

Here our knowledge of Antarctic land, sea, 
and air practically ends. 

Beyond the black lines on our charts the 
coast line of an unknown and in some parts 
unapproached land or continent lies a region 
of 8,000,000 miles in extent, a surface as ex- 
tensive as all of North America, which has 
never been seen by human eye or traversed 
by human foot. 

Of a region so vast of which so little is 
known it is patural that much should be con- 
jectured. So little, however, of the many in- 
teresting theories is founded on facts that 
probably most of them will vanish. 

Arctic Exaggeration. 

Certainly much of the literature of the 
Arctic region is shamefully exaggerated. 
Readers of Dr. Kane’s narratives are im- 
pressed with the awful cold, the desolation 


and fatal conditions of the Northern regions. 


Dr. Hayes’ books are little short of romance 
and fiction. Turning to a modern Arctic 
book, such as Mrs. Peary’s, we see that com- 
fort and even pleasure can be com passed 
there 

The photographs of Arctic scenes taken by 
the Peary expedition and those that I took 
last summer certainly show that the artists 
who previously iilustrated Aretic narratives 
drew on their imaginations. In-their pictures 
the skies were always overcast with an im- 
pending storm, the atmosphere usually filled 
with snowflakes, the land masses covered by a 
white blanket of snew, the ice peak or floe ice 
thrown upon the coasts to the height of several 
hundred feet, atid the icebergs toweri a 
thousand fee: or more shove aha masts of the 
vesseis.

GROUND SLUICING IN ‘THE BARLY DAYS. 
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RESULTS OF HIS EXPERIMENTS. 


Under the Influence of Alterations in the 
Nervous System He Finds That Diabetes 
Affects Animals as Well as Men—Capa- 
ble of Being Worried Into Disease— 
Distinction Between the Animal and 
Human Soul- Views of Theelogians on 
This Point. 

Dr. Paul Gibier, the student of Dr. Pasteur 
and the eminent specialist on hydrophobia, 
has just made public the results of his experi- 
ments on dogs, which reveal that these ani. 
mals come under the influence-of psychical 
causes the same as human beings when cer- 
tain conditions of disease are found. Inci- 
dentally the learned doctor enunciated the 
ausient theory, Which is very generally held, 
that dogs have souls, but of course animal 
souls are distinct from that higher attribute 
of man called the spirit. 

It. lecture delivered by Dr. Gibier 
Monday night before the Academy of Medical 
ipeience, he related his experiments on dia- 

betes, which were of unusual interest, says the 

New Toth Advertiser. He held that diabetes 

cts animals as well as men under the in- 
uence of alterations in the nervous system, 


that this disease, which is frequently caused 


by worry or nervous shocks following loss of 


fortune, relatives, or friends, may also appear 
in animals under psychical influence. 

One experiment tried on a dog of seemingly 
apathetic nature gave negative results, but 
other experiments were quite remarkable. 
For instance, one dog, about 4 years of age, 
was placed under observation in the laboratory 
of the Pasteur Institute. It was an animal of 
an affectionate, timid, and jealous nature, and 
was confined in a cage where it could see its 
Repeated tests 
for sugar for several successive days gave no 
reaction, but finally the confined dog whined 
continually and manifested ite extreme dis- 
content in seeking other dogs enjoying lib- 
erty. On the fourth day the dog had reached 
the crisis of ita worriment, and the result of 
the test was 5.55 of glucose, as demonstrated 
by Fehling’s fluid and the 8 The 
same experiment was repeated six times on 
this dag with similar results, the quantity of 
glucose observed being from 6.66 to 25-1,000, 
the last-named figures being a very high rate, 
compared with that observed generally in 
animals afflicted with diabetes. Continuing 
Dr. Gibier said:

GENTLY VISITED THE WHITE OITY. 


The Sea-Faring People of Venice and the 
Sea on Which They Live — Legends 
About the Mansions and Legends of 
the Ancient City — Processions and 


Festivals That May Be Still Seen on 


Moonlight Nights=Some of the Changes

Books about Venice must always hereafter 


have a tender interest for Chicagoans, recall- 


ing as they do that mirage of the City of the 
Sea which in 1893 descended from the clouds 


and took a local habitation and a name on the 
banks of Lake Michigan. Turning the pages 
of Lite on the Lagoons,” by Horatio F. 
Brown (New York: Macmillan & Co.), one 
finds among other illustrations one entitled 
„ Modern Gondola. The lagoon of Venice 
is placid; it is not so contracted as the basin 
in our Court of Honor at the White City, but 
one feels a pang of disappointment at the 
commonplace appearance of the gondolier 
who occupies the stern of the pictured gondo- 
la. The gondolier in Mr. Horatio F. Brown’s 


interesting book looks as if he had stepped |

suddenly from Clark street, Chicago, his soft | 


felt hat and the cut of his clothes being hope- 
lessly Western and modern. The gondoliers 
on the lagoons of the White City were differ- 
ently attired,if memory serves one, when 
they first dipped oar in the civilized waters 
which we had colonized from surly Lake 
Michigan. These gondoliers, who were genu- 
ine importations (for did not Mr. F. Hopkin- 
son Smith testify that he was paddled by the 
gondolier, whose acquaintance he had made 
in Venice?),. wore costumes which were 
more picturesque than those they were 
accustomed to in Venice. They were 
at first attired in silks and 
satins of as many colors as Joseph’s coat— 
raiment more suggestive of the Venice of the 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries than of 
the Venice of today. Neat yet not gaudy”’ 
did not exactly describe the costumes of the 
Lake Michigan gondoliers, which were on the 
whole decidedly operatic. Whether the 
breezes from Lake Michigan were feelingly 
persuasive, or the fitness of things impressed 
the visitors, they suddenly adopted costumes 
which were more suitable to the climate, while 
not losing in picturesque negligence. 

Side by side with the graceful gondolas 
which were propelled for the first time in his- 
tory through Western waters were a number 
of prim, unpretentious little craft, which 
symbolized our American civilization as per- 
fectly as the gondolag represented the medie- 
val mystery and romance of Venice, One

refers, of course, tp the electric launches. 
There were no superfluous lines of beauty 
about the construction of these scientific but 
not lovely boats; they impressed one with 
their adaptability to 9 particular purpose, and 
they spoke of the future when nature 1s to be 
the slave of man and no longer the mistress 
of his imagination. There is no inconsistency 
in admiring at.once the gondola and the elec- 
tric launch; indeed, one of the great services 
rendered to humatiity by the World's Fair 
was in bringing together widely separated 
races and widely separated epochs, the old 
and the past teaching the utility of beauty, 
the new and the present teaching the beauty 
of utility. 

The perusal of Life on the Lagoons” 
would have prepared one for several of the 
most romantic features of the World's Fair, 
just as it would now serve to attune the sensi- 
bilities of a reader who is locking forward to 
a visit to Venice. The author is a matter-of.- 
fact Englishman to whom fact means more 
than fancy; nevertheless he is familiar with 
the subject he treats of and his nature has 
been tinged by what it works in “like a 
dyer’s hand.“ He devotes an entire chapter 
to the gondola, of which he writes:

The first chapter of the present work is his- 
torical and may be lightly touched upon. 
The reader who wishes to learn how 


the lagoons of Venice came to be created are 


referred to the book ; such details ought to be 
as su uous toa real lover of Venice as 
wo be toa poet the chemical analysis of 
a rose. As to the history ot 
Venice, which the present author 
rapidly sketches, it s burned iu brilliant 
spots on the memories of all students. The 
lagoons had been sought by the ancestors of 
the Venetians as a refuge from Attila and his 
Huns; aud with the help of the lagoons 
at later the Venetians had been 
able to repei the attacks of Pepin, son of 
Charlemagne, of Frederick Barbarossa, and 
hordes of minor enemies. Looking back at 
the history of this most regal of republics 
one’s greatest wonder must be how it was 
that Venice for so many centuries saved her 
liberties from her own citizens. 

It was ible that a powerful Doge might in- 
trodace dynastic principle and reduce the

State to a monarchy, ruled by a single Lord. But 
the Venetians over and over again had shown 
their resolve to be free; they had declared that 
their ancestors had not sought the lagoon to live 
under a master; had they desired to be slaves 
there were many better places where they might 
have settled. And, animated by this love of 
freedom, the Venetians repressed the effort of 
any Doge to raise his family to the position ofa 
ruling house; under the impulse of this spirit the 
Venetian constitution eventually produced that 
series of restrictions which gradually robbed the 


Doges of any real authority in the State, and left 


them as merely ornamental figureheads—* * 
in the Piazza, prisoner in palace, as the 
proverb runs, 

Though there is much that appeals to the 
imagination in the history of Venice—espe- 
cially in the internal intrigues of her govern- 
ment and in her wars with Genoa and later 
with the Turks, there is even more of chara

He gives, however, an account of the Casa 
degli Spiriti, a solitary and said - to- be- haunted 
house on the northeastern side of Venice, 
looking across the northern lagoon.

The essay of the 
originator was a chance trial made with a 
mere hope of success. 

Some few years ago a Chicago man re- 
turned from the West after an unsuccessful 
pursuit of fortune in that region of possibili- 
ties. His search after elusive dollars resulted 
in nothing but a Wide experience of men and 
things and a more extended knowledge of the 
geo yd of his country, so when he 
——— the city his purse was rather scant 
and his luggage hardly caused a bulge in the 
pocket of his overcoat. He went to board 
with a friend who was an enterprising candy- 


of sweet thi was unsuccessful and the fail- 
ure incidentally led to the establishment of 
the sandwich wagon. 

The candymaker, who was of an ob- 
servant turn of mind, noted with 
gratification the large patronage accorded to 
candy stores throughout the city, and argued 
within himself that some novelty in the man- 
ner of disposing of the confections would be 
a further incentive to the sweet tooth of the 
Chicago youth. Accordingly he caused a 
movable candy kitchen to de built after his 
plan. It was a spacious roofed wagon with 
glass sides and rested on four wheels. It had 
shelves, drawers, a bench, anda useful gaso- 
line stove for cooking purposes. The object 
was to show thé various processes in the man- 
ufacture of those particular sweetmeats 
most teful to youthful palates 
and incidentally to garner stray pennies, 
nickels, and djmes. Notwithstanding 
ingeniousness of the idea, the project, al- 
though highly instructive, was a failure in a 
pecuniary sense, so that the peregrinations 
of the kitchen were soon discontinued. When 
its inutility for the 8 for which it was 
designed was proved, the wagon was igno- 
miniously thrown in the yard back of the 
candymaker’s house, where its glazed sides 
became a too tempting cock-shot for the 
naughty boys of the neighborhood.

The question of the protection of the gov- 
ernment interests in the Pacific railroads, 
which amount in the case of the Union, Cen- 
tral, and Southern Pacific to almost $150,-

hands of a receiver, All the roads have failed 
to meet the requirements of the Thurman act, 
and owe the government vast sums of money 
in interest on the bonds issued by the gov- 
ernment to build these roads. The Outh- 
waite bill, which aimed at funding the debt at 
a lower rate of interest (2 per a with 
bonds to run 125 years, was the best bill prob- 
ably ever before Congress to solve this prob- 
lem, inasmuch as the roads were then willing 
to give a blanket mortgage on all branches 
and terminals to secure the debt. As it now 
stands the government only has a second 
mortgage on the main line, exclusive of 
terminals. These lines could be paralleled 
for ** money than the roads owe the govern- 
ment.

Since the Union Pacific has gone into the 
bands of a receiver there has been an urgent 
demand for some legislation to protect the 
government's interests.

The thoughtfulness for others shown in 
this note was constantiy displayed dur- 
ing the closing year Gen. Grant’s 
life. Theslight religious references in the 
above writing were almost the only ones 
in his last notes. He rarely spoke upon 
the subject of religion. The clergyman who 
was in attendarce upon him at that time suid 
„Gen. Grant was always very reticent upon 
the subject of „ I think this was owing 
to his humility. e was not a member of 
any church, but no one who knew him would 
ever ask if he were a Christian. I asked him 
upon the occasion when he nearly died in 
June, *What was your most comforting 
thought when so near the door of death?’ He 
replied: ‘The consciousness of having tried 
to live a good and honorable life.“ 

Dr. Douglas said that at no time during 
these fina! struggles did Gen. Grant show 
any fear of death. About a month before his 
death they had a general discussion upon the 
subject. The General then asked the physi- 
cian to give him the exact details of the cli- 
max of the disease and to indicate to him the 
method of his final takmg off, whether by 
hemorrhage or choking, so that he could be 
prepared with a full knowledge to meet his 
fate, however severe it might be. Dr. Doug- 
las was able at that time to disabuse his mind 
from the thought of a painful death. He as- 
sured him that the end would be a peaceful 
one and relatively free from pain. Dr. 
Douglas further affirmed at this time 
that the reports that Gen. Grant was fre- 
quently under the influence of morphine to 
enable him to enduré the pain was untrue.

The final contract for the publication of the 
memoirs was not made until Feb. 27, 1885. 
The work was then well in hand and was fin- 
ished July 19, Gen. Grant dying July 23. 
His splendid patience during this time with 
which he carried his excessive burdens was 
not at first generaily understood, but as a 
knowledge of his sufferings and of his cour- 
age became known to the country public 
. was brought to bear upon a Congress 
which was politically unfriendly to him, so 
that March 4 of this year he received from 
Congress the honor of being restored to the 
retired list of the army with his old rank 
as General. This was the one great pleas- 
ure of this dark year of work and 
suffering. The Stimulus of this pleas- 
ant news so buoyed him up for a short time 
that the sanguine people among those about 
him began to talk of possibility of a favor- 
able operation a recovery.

Grant imeelt never labored under any delu- 


sion regarding his condition. With charac- 
teristic gentleness he allowed those about him

An extract from a private letter written by 
Dr. Douglas Aug. 2 following Gen. Grant's 
death summarizes in brief but eloquent 
phrases his estimate of Gen. Grant’s char- 
acter made dur: his nine moaths of inti- 
mate companionship.
